NO VOLCANOES, QUAKES 
Palawan: RP’s safest province

WHEN GEOLOGISTS SAY THERE IS NO 
place in the Philippines like Palawan, 
they are not talking about its gorgeous 
beaches and rich forests. 

It is the only province in the country 
that lies on a stable belt, where faults 
are mostly inactive or have not caused 
earthquakes in more than 10,000 
years, according to the Philippine In- 
stitute of Volcanology and Seismology 
(Phivolcs) 

Nestled between the islands of Min- 
doro and Borneo, Palawan is almost 
fault-less—fault referring to breaks or 
zones of weakness in rocks along which 
displacements had occurred or can occur 
again. 

While the rest of the country experi- 


ences 20 to 25 earthquakes a day or up 
to 9,125 earthquakes a year, Palawan 
rests safely on its white sand shores, 
with perhaps the only distractive mo- 
tion coming from the waves of its 
turquoise seas. 

"Тез actually the most ideal place to 
build high-rise structures, not Mani- 
la,” Phivolcs deputy director Bart 
Bautista told the Inguinea in an inter- 
view. 

"When people ask us about what 
design is appropriate in Palawan, we 
tell chem they can build following any 
design because the ground i 
Palawan is stable; it's even a goo 
place to build nuclear plants if they 
want, seismology chief Ishmael 
Narag added.

GOODBYE TO DEATH PENALTY 


Maggie: There's no escaping law of karm

AS PRESIDENT MACAPAGAL-ARROYO 
expunged the death penalty from the 
statute books yesterday, one woman 
whose rape sent four young men to the 
electric chair says it is but natural for peo- 
ple sometimes to pay with their lives for 
the wrongs they commit. 

‘That is karma, says Maggie de la Riva. 

In June 1967, the then 25-year-old 
movie actress was abducted from her car 
by four men and taken to Swanky Hotel 
in Pasay City, where they took turns rap- 
ing her. 

After four years of investigation and 
trial, the Supreme. Court affirmed the 
death penalty imposed on Jaime. Jose, 
Basilio Pineda Jr, Edgardo Aquino and 
Rogelio Canal for the çrime of forcible 
abduction with rape. They burned in 
1972. 

Reached by phone hours after Ms Ar- 
royo signed the bill abolishing capital 
punishment, De la Riva said: “1 have 
grown with the times... am not for or 


against the death penalty per se.” 

“As far as 1 am concerned, the death 
penalty is a natural consequence of the 
violation of the natural law, which is kar 
ma. Some people deserve the death 
penalty but some don't." 

Dela Riva said rape victims should not 
look at the death penalty "as a source of 
revenge” © 

"If some rape victims are capable of re- 
habilitation and are repentant, why push 
for the death penalty. 125 a case to case 
thing.” 

Abolishing the death penalty is “not a 
yes orno thing,” she said, adding: “There 

so many gray areas.”

“The full alert is police standard op- 
erating procedure whenever the Presi- 
dent is abroad.

The police and the presidential 
guards have been intermittently on 
heightened alert in recent days for rea- 
sons ranging from alleged threats from 
Islamic rebels to sow terror in the 
metropolis, to Ms Arroyo being rushed 
to St. Luke's Medical Center for an up- 
set stomach ascribed by doctors to a vi- 
ral infection. 

On Wednesday, as part of the earlier 
midweek security alert, the police set 
up 15 checkpoints around the capital 
and deployed over 20,000 policemen 
to thwart any terrorist attacks on shop- 
ping malls and public transport sys- 
tems. 

National Capital Region police chief 
Director Vidal Querol said the police 
were responding to “consistent” intelli 
gence reports that extremist groups 
planned to spread terror in the 
metropolis.

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CHR: Still no proof of death squads but...: 


By Norman Bordadora 


THE COMMISSION ON HUMAN RIGHTS 
has yet to receive evidence of the existence of 
so-called death squads going after unarmed 
militants but a commissioner said he would 
not be surprised if government forces were in- 
volved. 

Lawyer Dominador Calamba, CHR offi- 
сет in charge, told the INQUIRER the com- 
mission would soon take up the continu- 
ing killings of members of leftist organi- 
zations that security officials had tagged 
as legal fronts of the New People's Army, 
the armed component of the Communist 
Part of the Philippines. 

“No, we still have no information about 
that,” said Calamba when asked about the 
existence of military death squads going 
after members of militant groups, particu- 
larly in the countryside. 

“But I would not be surprised if we find 
out they are involved. They have the 
means and the resources,” said Calamba, 
a long-time CHR member who had stints 
in southern Philippines and the Visayas 
before becoming commissioner. 

Calamba is temporarily at the helm of 
the CHR in Пеш of chair Purificacion 
Quisumbing who is abroad and is not ex- 
pected back until mid-July. 

“We will probably have meetings with 
therepresentatives of the military and the 
PNP next month. We'd want to know how 
come the killings continue and why they 
remain unsolved,” Calamba said. 

Calamba said that despite the forma- 
tion by the PNP of Task Force Usig to look 
into the killings of militants and journal- 
ists and to bring those behind them to jus- 
tice, the killings go on and no killers had 
been brought to justice. 

"We'd want to be briefed why the 
killings continue to happen,” Calamba 
said. 

Quisumbing in late May said the gov- 
ernment was responsible for the killings 
of activists whether or not its forces were 
behind the assassinations. 

She said that from a human rights 
standpoint it was the government's re- 
sponsibility to make sure its citizens were 
protected and that such crimes were 
solved.

fered the most number of political killings 
—89 of the some 600 cases happened in 
the region as of the last week of 
May—with the most recent incident the 
killing of former communist leader Sotero 
Llamas in Tabaco City. 

“It may really be an irony that we are 
now asking justice from the government, 
which we also have been pointing to as be- 
ing the possible perpetrator of these 
killings. But we believe it is the govern- 
ment's responsibility to bring justice to 
the victims and their families,” Concep- 
cion sai 

For the campaign, the relatives of slain 
activists, church people and human rights 
advocates will meet every third Saturday 
of the month in public places to protest 
the series of killings under the Arroyo ad- 
ministration.

Education biggest 
casualty of reenacted 
budget, says solon

THE COUNTRY'S ALREADY FAL- 
tering public school system will 
be worst hit by the non-passage 
of the proposed 2006 national 
budget, a ranking administration 
lawmaker warned yesterday. 

House Deputy Majority Lead- 
er Eduardo Gullas said that 
some P11.5 billion worth of vi- 
tal projects intended to shore up 
the troubled public school sys- 
tem would be “deprived of fund- 
ing” if the budget were not 
passed. 

“These and other crucially 
important items could not pos- 
sibly be adequately funded by 
the 2005 budget of P907.6 bil- 
lion, with which government 
has been operating since Jan- 
wary" Gullas said in a state- 
ment. 


Projects 

Gullas, an educator, said 
these projects include the 
training of school teachers in 
English, Math and Science 
(P581 million); the construc- 
tion of 4,578 new classrooms 
(P2.9 billion): the hiring of 
9,200 additional teachers 
(P2.7 billion). 

The tuition subsidy (ог 
475,000 underprivileged sec 
ondary students forced to en- 
roll in private schools due to in- 
adequate public school facili 
ties (P2 billion); the distribu- 
tion of 18.1 million English 
textbooks (P1.8 billion), and 
the nutrition support programs 
for 2.5 million grade students 
(P15billion) 


Toreinforce expertise 

Gullas said the training of 
teachers and the distribution of 
new English textbooks “were par- 
ticularly essential to check the de- 
teriorating English skills of our 
students.” 

He said the training would 
have provided an initial batch of 
25,000 teachers three weeks of 
university-based special instruc- 
tion to reinforce their expertise in 
English as well as in Math and 
Science. 


The Department of Educa- 
tion (DepEd) had blamed defi- 
cient instruction for the rapid 
decline of student proficiency 
іп the three subjects, Gullas 
said. 


Necessary skills 

“Strong command of English, 
Math and Science is absolutely 
necessary for our students—fu- 
ture labor force participants—to 
stay globally competitive,” he 
said. 

Gullas said the results of the 
last national achievement tests 
showed that elementary and 
high school students had mas- 
tery levels of only 45 percent to 
60 percent in the three sub- 
jects. 

This was well below the 
DepEd-required minimum mas- 
tery level of 75 percent, he point- 
ed out. 


19 of every 100 

Gullas, author of a bill rein- 
stating English as the medium. 
of instruction in schools, also 
cited a DepEd study showing 
that only 19 of every 100 
teachers “have the confidence 
and competence to teach En- 
glish.” 

Outgoing Senate President 
Franklin Drilon earlier ex- 
pressed pessimism аг 
Congress would still be able to 
pass the P1.053-trillion pro- 
posed national budget for 
2006. 


No hope for a budget 

“There is no hope we will 
have a budget for 2006. 1 do not 
see the bicameral conference 
committee working during this 
break. Besides, there is no 
sense in passing the budget. 
When we come back in July, the 
President will already be sub- 
mitting the 2007 budget,” 
Drilon said. 

But Budget Secretary Rolando 
Andaya Jr. has not given up hope 
onthe new budget. 

"We are not throwing in the 
towel yet,” Andaya said, citing 
Congress’ penchant to pass bills 
“atthe 11th hour”

“But thousands of similar cases 
remain unreported to the author- 
ities,” said Jovita Mataro-Montes 
of Gabriela. "Many of the victims 
live in fear for their lives. Others 
are hesitant to come out in the 
open for fear of being ostracized 
by family members, friends or the 
society in general.” 


Strength from God 

Dela Riva said: “Ка very, very 
traumatic experience. Kailangang 
sandalan mo talaga ang Diyos 
(You really have to lean on 
God)... It takes a toll on you phys- 
ically, emotionally and spiritually. 
‘And you need to prepare because 
some people will paint you as the 
worst kind of person.” 

The day after De la Riva was ab- 
ducted in 1967, she told media 
she had no intention of filing 
charges against her assailants. 
The Daily Mirror quoted her as 
saying they did not do her any 
wrong. 

Two days later, she had a 
change of heart. 

‘The incident happened at 3:45 
am, according to the Mirror. De la 
Riva had just come from the ABS 
studios then on Roxas Boulevard in 
Pasay City accompanied by her 
maid. She was driving her bantam 
car when the four men in a Pontiac 


tried to bump her vehicle. 
Blindfolded in the car 


One of the men jumped out of 
the car and rushed towards De la 
Riva. After she was pulled out of 
her car, she was made to sitat the 
rear. They blindfolded her and 
brought her to the hotel. 

She struggled but one of the 
men punched her in the stomach 
and legs. After the man assaulted 
her, the three others followed 
suit, one after the other. 

When she would lose con- 
sciousness, the men doused her 
with water and slapped her face 
torevive her. 

When it was over, the men 
dropped her on Pasong Tamo in 
Makati. 


Other victims 

The Mirror reporred that at 
least five other popular movie 
and TV actresses had suffered the 
same harrowing experience as De 
la Riva. But unlike her, they kept 
silent. 

De la Riva recalled that some- 
time in the 1970s, somebody 
asked her if she felt guilty over 
the execution of her rapists.

One official, said to represent a 
key government agency, asked 
him about his business there, ap- 
parently thinking he was one of a 
handful of informal settlers who 
had come to the meeting. 

All prejudgements vanished 
when Fr. Nonong, who earned his 
masters and doctorate degrees in 
Rome, spoke—in faultless En- 
glish. 

“Let's focus on the issue,” he 
said, referring to the planned re- 
location of hundreds of families 
from several towns in Bulacan. 
The families were about to lose 
their “home along the riles” with 
the multimillion-peso NorthRail 
project now underway. 

He has taken the cause of the 
informal settlers. He has become 
their spokesperson. They now 
fondly call him “Fr. Riles.” 

Fr. Nonong could have easily 
avoided subtle attacks on his per- 
son had he stayed out of the con- 
troversial resettlement issue. 

But the 45-year-old priest, a 
member of the Congregation of 
the Mission founded by St. Vin- 
cent de Paul, was living his dream 
and had no plans of waking up. 

“To be with the poor—this is 
what I've always wanted," he told 
the InQumen in an interview. 


Mediator 

Fr. Nonong had volunteered to 
mediate between the government 
and some 500,000 residents who 
were about to lose their homes 
(mostly shanties) built along the 
railway project which stretches 
from north to south in Metro 
Manila. 

His choice was considered an 
aberration in his 17-year career 
asa priest and many of his peers 
were surprised. 

Fr. Nonong was provincial sec- 
retary of his congregation when 
he decided to take on the cause of 
the homeless in January 2005. 

He studied in Rome, complet- 
ing his masters in 1997, and his 
doctorate in 2003, in missiology, 
which is the systematic study of 
the evangelizing activity of the 
Church. 

He also earned a diploma in 
ecommerce and web design 


from DePaul University in Chica- 
goin 2000. 

With his doctorate degree, the 
path had been laid out for him for 
sweat-less jobs in the congrega- 
tion and the academe, a role he 
wasn't exactly comfortable with. 

“I really wanted to go out to 
the communities and experience 
life with the poor,” Fr. Nonong 
said. 


Lure of the railway 

їз a desire that's been with 
him since childhood. A native of 
Angat, Bulacan, he grew up with 
а grandmother who never turned 
away strangers who knocked on 
her door. 

“1 remember she would tell 
them to sit with us at the dining 
table as though we were all fami- 
iy,” he recalled. “I never got to ask 
her why she did this. But she al- 
ways told us that God was with 
the poor.” 

Once he was offered an admin- 
istrator’s job at the Vincen- 
tian-run Adamson University in 
Manila, a job that would have 
kept him іп air-conditioned 
rooms while helping shape young 
minds. 

But the lure of the railway re- 
settlement row proved to be irre- 
sistible for Fr. Nonong. He decid- 
ed to leave his comfort zone. 


Options for the poor 

He often found himself at the 
forefront of negotiations for de- 
cent and practical relocation for 
the poor. It was a role that didn't 
seem necessary until he volun- 
teered his services. 

That time, he said, a deluge of 
misinformation was clouding the 
good judgment of informal set- 
Чез. 

‘There were officials claiming 
to be government representa- 
tives, promising railway folks 
compensation if they relocated. 

Then there were militant 
groups offering them a choice be- 
tween staying put or getting 
nothing less than Utopia for a 
new community. 

The las option, Fr Nonong 
said, was not an alternative—it 
was impossible. 

“The poor wasn't getting the 
complete picture,” he said. “The 


government would offer informal 
settlers different packages de- 
pending on who's doing the talk- 
ing. The militant groups would 
say things like informal settlers 
would just be driven away with 
nowhere to go.” 


Death threats 

To shed light on the situation, 
Fr Nonong reached out to 
cause-oriented groups and com- 
munity leaders. 

He went personally to Vice 
President Noli de Castro, chair of 
the Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment Coordinating Council, pro- 
ject developers, local govern- 
ments, and officials from agen- 
cies like the National Housing Au- 
thority. 
“Sir, para sa tao lang tayo (Let's 
just be for the people). Pag di tayo 
tumulong, ^ magkakadagasaan 
tayo (If we don't help, we will 
clash)." Fr. Nonong told the Vice 
President in a meeting last year. 

In the course of his mediation, 
the priest said he received at least 
four death threats. He declined to 
elaborate, saying he was more fo 
cused on delivering his promises. 


Relocated families 

To date, his non-government 
organizations—the | Homeless 
People's Federation of the Philip- 
pines (HPFP) and the Philippine 
Association for Community-led 
Shelter Initiatives—had assisted 
in the relocation of informal set- 
ers from five municipalities in 
Bulacan and a community in 
Makati City. 

As of April 15, a total of 4,800 
families had been sent to in-town 
relocation projects in Cabuyao, 
1,950 in Meycauayan, 1,911 in 
Marilao, 1,986 in Bocaue, 1,206 
іп Balagtas, 1,900 in Guiguinto 
and 2,200 in Malolos. 

Fr. Nonong said it wasn't exact- 
ly difficult to convince the fami- 
lies to move, “The idea is to give 
them sufficient and correct infor- 
mation and they will be able to 
make the right decision for them- 
selves.” 

Many settlers, he said, were 

itially apprehensive about mov- 
ing because the relocation sites 
had been painted as barren and 
obscure, a far more hellish com- 


‘committed that crime with their 
eyes open.” 

“There's a law in Ме regardless 
of whether you get caught or not 
for doing something bad or illegal. 
That's karma. And sometimes the 
consequence of that natural law is 
the death penalty,” she said. 


Justice in the end 

De la Riva believes that “more 
often than not, justice prevails.” 

"The blessings that God has 
given me far outweigh the pain 
and hurt of the past,” she said.

He would even go to the ex- 
tent of telling community repre- 
sentatives what to wear (no 
shorts and slippers, please), 
what to say and how to say 
things during meetings with oth- 
er stakeholders about the reset- 
tlement issue. 

“Tm just a bridge. Along the 
way, | have to disappear to allow 
them to empower themselves," 
he said. "The poor can communi- 
cate properly, logically, and calm- 
ly—once you give them back

“There's one for you, nineteen for me.” The song 

comes to mind again, after the Arroyo administration 

ratcheted up its so-called all-out war on the communist 

insurgency by pledging to prosecute those businesses or 

individuals who pay “revolutionary taxes” to the New 
People’s Army. 

EDITORIAL Any insurgency must also be fought 
on the financial front; on this we can 
agree. The idea behind Executive Secretary Eduardo Er- 
mita’s announcement last week, that authorities will step 
up their campaign to cut off the NPA's funding sources, is 
sound, even overdue. 

Starve the insurgency of the oxygen it needs to func- 
tion—the cash to pay for handheld radios and ammuni- 
tion, meals and combat boots, even the phone cards com- 
munist spokesmen use to communicate with the media. 
Thatis a necessary (but we hasten to add, hardly solitary) 
objective. 

Now here's the tricky part. Ever since the Communist 
Party of the Philippines and the NPA were classified as 
“foreign terrorist organizations” by the United States and 
then by the European Union, in the aftermath of the Sept. 
11 attacks, foreign funding for the insurgency has slowed 
down. Today, the best estimates tell us, the bulk of fund- 
ing for the communist insurgency is internally generat- 
ed—that is to say, most of it is sourced from the imposi- 
tion of revolutionary taxes. 

Now the administration wants to run after those who 
have been imposed upon. 

“They would be appropriately charged should authori- 
ties find out who and what they are doing to contribute to 
the cause of the NPA through revolutionary taxes,” Ermi- 
ta explained to reporters. 

Nothing in his explanation, however, makes a distinc- 
tion between those who volunteer resources to the NPA 
and those who are forced to do so. If truth is the first casu- 
alty of war, then that must be because all nuance, all dis- 
tinction, is ignored. 

President Macapagal-Arroyo's reliable ally in the busi- 
ness community, Donald Dee, was quick to reply to Ermi- 
ta with a stinging retort. “But if we refuse [to pay taxes to 
the NPA], can we be protected by the AFP or PNP? If so, 
how do we get the protection?” 

The president of the Philippine Chamber of Commerce 
and Industry was joined in his view by the president of 
the Federation of Filipino Chinese Chambers of Com- 
merce and Industry, Francis Chua: “No businessman will 
agree to double taxation if the government is strong 
enough to protect them.” 

This is how big business sees the problem; but the view 
from the ground, from small businesses, is even worse. 

A trader in Quezon province did not mince words. “We 
can’t afford to antagonize the NPA. It’s too dangerous for 
business, to myself and also to my family. I don't want to 
take the risk.” 

The cost to large enterprises like telecommunications 
firms or manufacturing concerns must be enormous, but 
we do not hear of direct threats to corporate executives or 
their families. However, in the countryside where the i 
fluence of communist insurgents is strongest, traders and 
vendors and entrepreneurs face immediate threats—to 
their families and to themselves. Thus the question they 
throw back at Ermita is hardly rhetorical: Can the Armed 
Forces and the police protect those who refuse to pay the 
NPA what is in effect protection money? 

The truth is: Many of those who pay up are victims of a 
crime, in the exact same way the families of kidnap vic- 
tims are themselves victims, too. But does the govern- 
ment prosecute a family for paying kidnappers to release 
a family member? Is paying ransom a crime in itself? In 
many cases, that is exactly what a revolutionary tax is: a 
ransom, paid at gunpoint. 

To cut off the insurgency's money supply, the adminis- 
tration does not need to squeeze business; all it needs to 
do is ask the senators and congressmen of the administra- 
tion coalition who campaigned in areas under communist 
influence. They doubtless paid permit-to-campaign fees 
(which are really a revolutionary tax imposed during elec- 
tion season). Ask them who the NPA's emissaries were. 
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THE NOISY ADVOCATES OF THE CHA-CHA 
remind me of Nikita Khrushchey, who said: 
“Politicians are the same all over. They promise 
to build bridges even where there are no 
rivers.” 

He aptly described that special breed of ras- 
cals of which he was a prominent leader. He 
might as well have been speaking of the pro- 
moters of the Cha-cha with their own promises 
of bridges without rivers. 

The barkers of the Cha-cha are led by no less 
than the top politician in the country, the so- 
called President of the Philippines. Her top lieu- 
tenant in their choreographed conspiracy is the 
Speaker of the House of Representatives, no 
mean politician either. Their active henchmen 
(and henchwomen, too, who are equally өшігу) 
are the Cabinet members and the storm troopers 
ofthe Rainbow Coalition, also politicians all. 

With one voice, they are beguiling the im- 
pressionable masses that the replacement of 
the present government with a parliamentary 
system will automatically solve all the prob- 
lems of the country. They say that the root 
cause of all our difficulties is the presidential 
system (not their President), and their solution 
isits elimination through the Cha-cha. 

The use of the initiative for the Cha-cha they 
propose is in my view unconstitutional, but 
thatis another matter that will need a separate 
discussion. Right now, I will focus on the mo- 
tive of its proponents for that is a serious flaw 
the people should be warned against. 

If the Cha-cha is constitutionally sustained 
as a method for revising the Constitution 
(which 1 doubt), the parliamentary govern- 
ment it will establish will be run by its present 
active advocates. These will be the above-men- 
tioned Gloria Macapagal-Arroyo, Jose de Vene- 
cia, and their fawning cohorts. 

Expectedly, they will claim the fruits of their 
victory by hogging the political offices in the

from Bicol who was so afraid and nervous be- 
cause of his illegal alien status in the United 
States. When told by the guy at a gas station to 
“pay first,” he thought he was being asked to 
produce his papers. When asked if he had a 
Mastercard or a Visa credit card, he got ner- 
vous all the more, thinking that the guy was 
asking for his visa. When asked whether he 
‘was a tourist, he got scared thinking that the 
guy knew his name was Torres. And when the 
guy told him to “be cool,” he fainted in fear be- 
cause he thought the guy even knew that he 
was from Bicol! 

In today's Gospel (Mk. 4, 35-44) Jesus 
tells His disciples who are in panic: “Quiet 
now. Be calm.” We all need to listen to Jesus’ 
words as we go about our day-to-day lives 
and concerns, and as we face many prob- 
lems, fears and uncertainties in our country 
and in the world. It is so comforting to know 
that there is someone in charge, and that 
this someone cares for each one of us. 

Jesus also tells us today: "Why are you so 
frightened?” All of us have fears, real or imag- 
ined. Jesus does not question our fears. What 
he questions is why we are so fearful. He in- 
vites each one of us to learn not to magnify our 
fears but to learn to magnify our faith in God 
instead. He offers His hands to us so that we 
fearless, and trust more 

We all need assurance so that we can 
calm or overcome our fears. Faith has been 
such a blessed assurance in my life, and Lam 
grateful to my parents who instilled this 
faith in me since youth. Lam also grateful to 
the countless people who helped nurture 
this falth, and to the countless others who 
simply share this same faith—and that in it- 
self is very assuring. 

Are you an assuring person? Do weary and 
troubled people find rest and respite in you? 
‘Thank God for people who have helped us in 
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new government. It will be a new government 
but still with the old officials now at the helm 
of the presidential system they are now schem- 
ing to replace. It will be like a person who has 
just taken a bath but is putting on the same 
dirty, stinking clothes again. 

Iris no secret that Ms Gloria is anxious to re- 
place the present Constitution under which 
she is likely to be impeached again, this time 
successfully. With the new government in 
place, she hopes to remain in Malacahang, ei- 
ther as still powerful or at least ceremonial 
President. She will certainly prefer the former 
status, but her former ally may have something 
tosay about that. 

De Venecia has a contrary ambition that will 
find him and his present boss at loggerheads. 
After all, he is now the Speaker of the Lower 
House and should logically also head the new 
Parliament. He should be no longer the obedi- 
ent lackey of Ms Arroyo as he is now, but inde- 
pendent of her and in fact superior to her. In 
other words, he should be the head of new gov- 
erment, not his discredited predecessor. 

Thave yet to make a studied comparison ofthe 
presidential and parliamentary systems before 1 
can choose between them. I know that the par- 
liamentary form proposed by the Cha-cha back- 
ers has its own merits but I am not yet prepared 
to decide in its favor. My reservation at this time 
is that, given its advantages, it is nevertheless be- 
ing backed by, to me, the wrong people. 

My fear is that ifit is adopted despite its con-

It has been a con- 
stant companion in my travels and a real 
consolation especially in times of sickness, 
loneliness and trials. Somehow the night 
isn’t that dark, the journey isn’t that long, 
the pain isn't that deep, with a rosary in 
hand. 

Some people spend a whole lifetime, seek- 
ing assurance from worldly wealth, power and. 
possessions. And so it is that there are people 
‘who are so miserably insecure in spite of so 
much riches in their hands. That's because they 
don't have goodness and God in their hearts. 
Be good, have God, then you will have peace in 
your heart and assurance from above. 


Again, it may be a very simple thing, but I 
call my Mama every day. A one-minute or 
two-minute phone call means so much to 
my 84-year-old Mama. It gives her happi- 
ness and assurance to know that she is not 
forgotten and that she is loved. Sometimes 
we have to really take time to let our loved 


stitutional infirmities, it will be infested by the 
same politicians now polluting the present 
presidential government.

My point is that whatever government we 
choose, whether itis democratic or monarchial 
ог dictatorial or even theocratic, can be only as 
good or as bad as the officials who will be run- 
ning it. That is why I refuse to be mesmerized 
by the simplistic and deceptive enticement 
that the establishment of the parliamentary 
system will automatically sanctify the govern- 
ment and convert this troubled land into an in- 
stant Utopia. 

Thope our people will consider the proposed 
change of the Constitution more seriously in- 
stead of being stampeded into rash judgments 
based on false inducements offered by supposed 
leaders piously invoking the public welfare to 
conceal their own selfish agenda. Lets not tinker 
with the Constitution unless we are convinced of 
the urgent need to make it, as Justice Cardozo 
‘would put it, “ready for the morrow."

MY FIRST AWARENESS OF A PLACE CALLED 
Korea was in high school. That was Sunday morn- 
ing in June 1950 when I heard on radio that 
North Korea had invaded its southern neighbor 
known as the Republic of Korea (ROK). With bu- 
gles and trumpets blowing, as in cavalry charges 
in the olden days, People's Army (PA) infantry- 
men from the north crossed the 38th Parallel, the 

ividing line between the two Koreas, and head- 
ed for Seoul, capital of South Korea. 

In response to a call from the United Nations 
for assistance in a “police action” against North 
Korea, the Philippines sent one of its few existing 
battalion combat teams (BCTS). The armed forces 
then had only 10 battalions and the 10th BCT was 
our only trained armored unit. In a rousing send- 
off at.the Rizal Memorial Stadium in August 
1950, President Elpidio Quirino, before a crowd 
of more than 50,000, exhorted the troops to do 
their best. "You are the first to carry the flag of our 
sovereign nation abroad in this war for freedom 

. Every peso invested in you is a sound invest- 
ment for the perpetuation of our liberty and free- 
dom.” He then turned over the Philippine flag to 
the battalion commander, Col. Mariano Azurin. 
Gen. Carlos В Romulo who was then president of 
the UN General Assembly, the first Asian ever 
elected to that prestigious post, then took his turn 
in presenting the UN flag to Colonel Azurin. 

Тһе 10th BCT—1,370 strong--left Manila in 
‘September 1950 on board the US naval transport 
Silvester Antolack, and landed at Pusan where 
President Syngman Rhee, along with members of 
his Cabinet and officers of the US Eighth Army, 
welcomed them. 

‘Attached to the US 25th Infantry Division, the 
10th BCT was immediately thrown into action. 
Barely a month after arrival, the unit suffered its 
first casualty Private Alipio S. Secilliano of Libon, 
Albay was killed by snipers in a pre-dawn patrol 
while approaching the Naktong River. He was the 
first Filipino soldier fighting under the flag of an 
independent Philippine Republic to die in combat 
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abroad for the freedom and liberty of another 
country, 

As the harsh Korean winter approached, with 
cold winds and temperatures registering as low 
as 20 degrees below zero, internal problems start- 
ed to plague the unit. Appropriate winter clothing 
was а major requirement, and so Colonel Azurin 
raised the issue with the high command. For some 
strange reason—and I say strange because the 
logical reaction would have simply been to pro- 
vide the needed clothing—a decision was made 
to disband the battalion and attach its companies 
to different units. Naturally, like any commander, 
Colonel Azurin wanted to keep the battalion in- 
tact and he attempted to have the orders revoked. 
Instead, he was relieved of command and his ex- 
ecutive officer, Col. Gamaliel Manikan, was desig- 
nated as his temporary replacement. 

Colonel Azurin of Vigan, Ilocos Sur was one of 
our few officers who graduated from the Armored 
School at Fort Knox, Kentucky. He was а quiet, 
hardworking individual known for a solicitous and 
caring attitude toward his men. The cloud from his 
Korean stint continued to linger over his career 
and he never made it to the rank of general. His 
permanent replacement was Col. Dionisio Ojeda 
who went on to carve out a distinguished career in 
the armed forces, and later served in Congress. 

The most dramatic engagement of Filipino 
troops in the Korean War was the battle of Yul- 
tong Bridge on April 22-23, 1951. Capt. Conrado 
Yap, commander of a tank company, and one of 
his junior officers, Lt. Jose Artiaga Jr, along with 
41 enlisted personnel, perished in action against 
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the enemy who suffered heavy casualties—about 
600. Captain Yap was awarded the Medal of Val- 
or, the highest honor our nation сап bestow, 
while Lieutenant Artiaga won the Distinguished 
Conduct Star (DCS) for “conspicuous gallantry 
and courage in the face of overwhelming enemy 
forces at Yultong.” 

As a young boy reading about their exploits 
and heroic actions, | felt so proud of our soldiers 
and saddened by the casualties. A few months 
later, without much thought, 1 took the entrance 
exams for the Philippine Military Academy. Look- 
ing back now, it was the first of many steps to- 
ward a career in government both in the military 
and civilian sectors. 

The following line from Korea's national an- 
them perhaps reflects the almost mystical bond 
‘which binds the Korean people to their land: “Let 
us love, come grief, come gladness, this our 
beloved Land.” And indeed, Korea іза land which 
has known so much grief, a land which has expe- 
rienced so much suffering under a brutal colonial 
rule, and remains divided in a conflict whose so- 
lution remains a national dream. 

‘The Berlin Wall which once was the universal 
symbol of the Cold War is now a thing of the past, 
its stones broken up and sold as souvenirs and re- 
minders of a struggle which at one time threat- 
ened to destroy our planet. The 17th Parallel no 
longer divides Vietnam and will be a mere foot- 
note in our history books. 

‘The last and possibly the most enduring sym- 
bol of an ideological conflict involving commu- 
nism and the free world is a small village located 
some 56 kilometers from Seoul, just below the 
38th Parallel. The village is named Panmunjom. 
Iris the village where, after more than two years, 
575 major meetings and 18 million recorded 
words, the Korean Armistice Agreement was 
signed, with Generals William Harrison and Nam 
П initialing the documents for the United Nations 
and North Korea, respectively. 


LBM and medical confidentiality 


І NEVER THOUGHT I'D EVER FEEL SORRY FOR 
the President, but I did Friday, watching the news 
reports on her sudden confinement at St. Luke's 
Medical Center. 

It wasn't so much the Presidents reported ail- 
ment that won my sympathies, since it was a 
rather common illness. But the way it was report- 
ed seemed a trifle embarrassing—for her. Allof us 
would consider bowel movements, perhaps, the 
most private and personal of matters, much more 
private than sex. How would we feel if our toilet 
habits were discussed in public, in the same stri- 
dent tones used for heinous crimes or bloody ac- 
cidents? 

It didn't help that the TV newscasts were in Fil- 
ipino, and that reporters didn’t seem to know how 
to put a, uhhmm, polite spin on the President’ ill- 
ness. ('Pagdudumi is preferable, 1 would think, to 
“pagtatae.") Sometime in the middle of the report, 
the reporter resorted to a euphemism, “LBM” (for 
loose bowel movement), but even this summoned 
not-so-pleasant mental images. 

Still, the coverage of the Presidents state of 

elimination was in fact justifiable and defensible. 
‘This was the President we were talking about, af- 
ter all—not just Citizen Juana. And the public 
had every right to know every bit about her state 
of health, to know if she was physically and men- 
tally fit to discharge her duties, including making 
the right decisions in the right frame of mind. (1 
know, there are snide remarks we can make about 
this last bit, but ler's not get into that!) 
AT THIS time, all we can do is take the word of 
the President's doctors and advisers. If they say 
her abdominal pains and confinement were 
due to an attack of an intestinal virus brought 
on by stress and fatigue, barring evidence to the 
contrary we'll just have to accept it. 

But it would be apropos to mention here that 
recent political history gives us cause to ap- 
proach the verdict with caution. Ferdinand 
Marcos, to give one example, insisted for the 
larger part of a decade that there was nothing 
wrong with him. He even went to the extent of 
posing before Gina Lollobrigida's camera and 
water-skiing with his pectoral muscles in full 
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display, When blood was spotted on the sleeve 
of his barong in one public event, the late dicta- 
tor explained it away as a “sarsaparilla stain.” 
Young Filipinos, who had never encountered 
sarsaparilla, greeted the explanation with puz- 
zlement, until their elders explained that it 
used to bea popular drink colored red. 

Filipinos found out the whole truth only at 
the close of the Edsa Revolt, when the doors to 
Malacahang Palace were opened to the public, 
revealing a small hospital within, with a dialy- 
sis machine and padded toilet seats serving as 
evidence of Marcos’ years-long battle with lu- 
pus. 

‘The object lesson here is that “truth will out,” 
whether immediately or with time. А President 
and the people around him/her owe the public 
а full explanation, not least because any lies or 
deceptions will eventually come to light and 
‘cause official embarrassment in the long run. 
STILL, the President's hospital stay is as good a 
reason as any to explore the issue of medical con- 
fidentiality, which is enshrined in the Hippocratic 
Oath and various Medical Codes of Ethics; and 
has even been encoded in law. 

Fans of the medical drama "House" might re- 
call how the crusty eccentric Dr. House scolded 
patients and their families time and again for con- 
cealing important information from him and his 
team, information which proved crucial to find- 
ing out the cause of the mystifying illness and the 
right cure, in time to save the patient. Doctors 
need full and vital information to be able to ad- 
dress а health problem, including one's generic 
background and even the health history of one’s 
ancestors. But patients also need and deserve 


their privacy, to be assured that whatever infor- 
mation they share with their doctors, or is gath- 
ered from various tests, will remain concealed 
and disclosed only to authorized persons and on- 
lyfora good reason. 

As Rind et al, writing in а medical journal as- 

зеп, "tradeofís berween access and confidentiality 
must generally be made.” There is no such thing as 
“perfect access” and "perfect confidentiality" they 
write, with the health community and their clients 
and patients in a constant tug-of-war between the 
"urgency to share health information and the right 
to keep health information private. 
WE can call to mind many cases where confi- 
dentiality has been breached. Recall the sensa- 
tional case of an outspoken TV host who re- 
vealed that an ex-lover had given her a sexual- 
ly transmitted infection. Instantly, the details 
of this STI and the treatment she received 
were racing through the Internet. The culprit 
turned out to be information technology, with 
her record as well as that of all the hospital's 
patients logged into a central computer. Any 
employee in the hospital with the password to 
the data base could, and did, access and repli- 
cate her file. 

People living with HIV/AIDS also have count- 
less stories of how health personnel routinely 
violate their privacy—from loudly announcing 
the results of HIV tests in crowded hospitals, to 
sharing the test results with employers who in- 
variably fire their HIV-positive employees. 

Alocal law already prescribes confidentiali- 
ty for PLWHAs and penalizes medical and law 
enforcement personne! who violate this right. 
But, perhaps, what's needed is a broader law 
that guarantees confidentiality for all, regard- 
less of the illness. In the United States, the 
HIPAA or “Health Insurance Portability and 
Accountability Act” of 1996, for instance, 
“protects people from having their medical 
histories accessed or made public without 
their permission. 

Unless you're a public official, you have the 
right to keep your illness secret, even if it's just 
LBM. 


The latest ‘nation moment’ 


1 HEARD THE PHRASE “NATION MOMENT" 
from Therese Badoy of Rock Ed Philippines, a 
young volunteer group working for a sense of 
country and a more nation-involved generation, 
through music, art and rock-and-roll culture.

Leo Oracion, Erwin Emata and Romi Garduce, 
in swift succession on May 17, 18, 19, triggered 
the latest “nation moment” when they literally 
lifted the Filipino to the top of the world in an 
electric and exultant event that enveloped us as 
‘one, How we felt for them on the long watch up 
and down Everest: Base Camp, Camp 2, Camp 3, 
Camp 4. How we worried about the buffeting 
winds, the snow, the thin ай; their oxygen supply. 
And when they made it, we seized the moment 
and cried, "Mabuhay ang Pilipino!" What's more, 
we claimed the feat as ours, too. Said a driver, "I 
feel like Гуе been on the summit." 

‘What stirring words Oracion uttered as he 
planted the Filipino flag, "Тһе Philippine eagle 
has landed.” How respectful of nature was Emata 
when he was grateful that "the mountain was for- 
giving and accepted us.” And how classically 
Pinoy was Garduce when he exalted, “Pare, nasa 
summit na ako!” 

have almost no feelings for sports, but there 1 
was mountain climbing vicariously. Boxing to me 
seems almost brutish, but there 1 was watching 
replay upon replay of Manny Pacquiao's winning 
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moments—surely a “Pacquiao moment.” And 
some months back, there were those fiag-waving 
Sea Games commercials with the do-or-die line, 
“Basta Pinoy—posible!” 

“Gutom,” said a young woman about our coun- 
пу so starved for heroes that sports feats create 
such towering pride, and we feel a catch in the 
throat and a swelling of our heans. 

Isn't it pathetic that almost all our leaders, in- 
cluding the President, are incapable of raising na- 
tional pride, incapable of igniting even a spark of a 
“nation moment”? Name one who can say with 
Garduce, "its Inspiring to inspire.” Instead, so ш 
spiring are most of them that they must ride on the 
feats of those who inspire, There is extreme drought. 
in the public landscape, the ground is cracking. 

‘The message of our “mighty horizon-chasers,” 
as Sen. Richard Gordon described them—the mes- 
sage of unity, sacrifice and continued training for 
excellence and fitness—seems alien to our leaders. 
Uniry—whar's that? Sacrifice--whats that! Pit- 
ness and excellence—mag-artista ka muna. 

Oracion and Emata "split" so that on 
team would be sure to reach the summit 
Emata letting Oracion go first. Emata, almost 
symbolically "waited for the sun to rise." Garduce 
said he was not out on a race. He said this like a 
refrain: they “did this for the Filipino, and to 
show and deliver the message that we can do it if 
we unite, We can do the Impossible if we unite. 
and help each other.” 

But we can’t depend only on “nation moments" 
even if some dig deep. Since Edsa, we have 
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known how fast euphoria evaporates. The mo: 
‘ments must be sustained. We need heroes of the 
enduring kind, with direct bearing on nation- 
building. Let me paraphrase from my preface for 
“Mga Bagong Bayani” of Anvil Publishing: 

Our youth need heroes badly for at least five 
reasons. First, they have no role models, with 
movie stars and starlets and TV personalities 
ranking high as most influential and perpetually 
seen. Second, they need heroes in this climate of 
overpowering disenchantment, with their elders 
and even contemporaries in public service, the 
most visible class of people, neck and neck with 
movie stars. They must be shown that even in this 
abundant harvest of grafters and corruptors, 
there still are genuine heroes. 

Third, our youth need heroes closer to their 
time who carry the torch from Rizal to their era; 
heroes that must now figure in their studies and 
daily life and gain visibility in books, plays and 
tri-media. Fourth, all of us need heroes to remind 
us of our history which we forget so early; of a no- 
bility that resides in this our so-called damaged 
culture; to resurrect battered-to-death values in 
public service; to inspire when so little inspires. 

Finally, we all need heroes because many of 
our youth who want to be American, Japanese ог 
Saudi Arabian, and many of our elders who slice 
the country up into fiefdoms of excessive person- 
al wealth and power, need a sense of nationhood 
and national pride. 

Without heroes, no country can become a na- 
tion. 2

“There's really nothing to writing,” Walter Smith once 
said. “All you do is sit down at a typewriter and open a vein.” 

Tm beginning to 
think 1 need a trans-

For me, there's 
nothing more intimi- 
dating than the sight 
of an empty sheet of 
paper. My friend An- 
drea calls it the glare 
of the blank page. 
And it's worse with a computer—Tm not even allowed the 
momentary thrill of tearing off a half-written sheet of paper, 
crumpling it gleefully and hurling it to the floor. At least, sit- 
ting surrounded by a mess of rejected material, 1 can pretend 
Туе done some work. Woe to the man who invented the 
backspace key. 

Sometimes, when 1 have nothing to say or when what 1 
write sounds like tripe run over twice, I sit down and wonder 
why didn't get an 8-5 job that meant air-conditioning and a 
definite paycheck. My entire writing philosophy can be sum- 
marized in the words of Peter De Vries—I love writing. I just 
hate the paperwork.

165 not the criticism that scares me. I love criticism, real 
1y—for as long as it's outright praise. Ask any writer what 
they feel about critics, and it’s the same as asking a public toi- 
let how it feels about humanity. 

There are writers who claim that inversion—to stand on 
one's head—is the proper way to deal with writer's block. 
Then there are the varying suggestions of going on silent re- 
treat, taking a walk, investing in earplugs and reading good 
writing by good writers. So I would stand on my head, walk 
around my apartment, shove earphones in my ears and read 
Shakespeare. At the moment, however, І have nothing to 
show for my efforts other than a bruise the size of an egg, 
ringing eardrums and a tendency to shriek "Forsooth!" at 
passing tricycles. 

Other writers suggest diet supplements such as phenylala- 
nine, along with herbal extract gingko biloba, for mental nu- 
trition. As I have no access to gingko biloba and phenylala- 
nine, Ihave contented myself with practicing their pronunci- 
ation. 

Some writers insist that it is atmosphere that allows the 
words to low. “Set up your writing space for optimal perfor- 
mance.” So I spent hours folding shirts according to color 
gradient, matching long-lost pairs of socks and organizing 
romance novels by subject (girl-falls-for-best-friend right af- 
ter gir!-falls-for-bad-boy).

Recently, I thought | found the foolproof solution to writ- 
ers block. It's called the ugly notebook. My current one is 
worth all of P16.75, a 90-page Grade-4 level composition 
notebook, with Batman and Wonderwoman lunging at super 
villains on the cover. 

Once, in McDonald's, I whipped out my notebook in front 
of my friend Neeks, the Empress of the Obsessive Compul- 
sive. She shrank back from the table. | thought she was going 
to shriek righteous indignation at the fact 1 was copying 
down her words and possibly plagiarizing her life. Her wrath 
was directed at my treatment of the notebook--words up- 
side-down, slanted, written from back page on—a flurry of 
quotations, impressions, song lyrics and spaghetti stains, Mi- 
lan Kundera happily scrawled beside Kris Aquino sound 
bites. 

My explanation is that pretty notebooks, expensive note- 
books with thick paper, colored dividers and beautiful covers 
demand some sort of quality to the writing, and deter writing 
itself. Ihave a dozen notebooks I've bought through the years 
and never touched—what exactly can I write that would be 
worthy of a lezther-bound, gold-edged journal? 

The ugly notebook is different. 1 can write anything I want 
‘without a concept, without logic or relevance or structure or 
sense; italicize anything 1 want; put! exclamation! points! 
anywhere | feel like; and write without agonizing over word 
count, audience and political correctness. And there, | can 
commit the most criminal sin of all—the cliché. 1 can be hap- 
pyasaclam. 

Last Friday, left my ugly notebook inside my huge tote 
bag. Yesterday morning, in search of a column idea, a con 
cept, anything in fact, T reached into my bag for my note- 
book. It was damp, with a telltale pungent smell that had me 
running to the bathroom to dump the notebook in a basin of 
water. Right now it's drying under the electric fan, filling my 
living room with the sickly sour smell of the cat's opinion of 
my writing and my own frustration. 

“Тһе reasons for writer's block are many and varied. One 
school of thought is that the inability to write may be a symp- 
tom of depression--'1f you're having trouble motivating 
yourself to write, it may be that your writer's block is a prod- 
uct of a deeper problem.”

At the moment, I feel like Godzilla is sitting between the 
computer screen and me. | have nothing to write, and feel, 
as Emerson did, as if the ancients have stolen all my best 
ideas. 

501 sit here for five hours every day, waiting for ideas 
while staring at a white screen. The ideas rarely come, but 
this I swear: Ifan idea comes flying by in those five hours, by 
God, l'l be ready.

Military victory illusory

T IS HARD TO BELIEVE THAT THE 
current government, police and the 
Armed Forces of the Philippines (AFP) 

will succeed where their predecessors in 

the last 30 years failed: Quash the commu- 
nist insurgency, and decisively erode its 
foothold in our society. 

There is, after all, nothing new in gov- 
ernments current ‘strategy. Buy more 
arms, bring in the troops, clear and consol- 
idate affected communities, scuttle mem- 
bers through widespread summary execu- 
tions, and clean up the mess with civic 
works and development showcases. 

Marcos did all these. Today, as in the lat- 
ter half of the Marcos regime, no major 
war is being waged against the Moro 
rebels, Government can deploy the bulk of 
its army to fight the communists. Marcos, 
too, had the advantage of US support. 
Moreover, he had stronger command over 
the armed forces. Yet, he failed to lick the 
insurgency in 14 years of monopoly on 
power. 

Similar "comprehensive" approaches 
after Marcos never got close to clinching 
victory. The civilian arm never did well in 
delivering the governance side of the 
equation. The military component was 
shackled by its poor image, and the weight 
ofits corrupt and fractured organization. 

‘The AFP has remained much like the 
AFP described by Victor Corpus in his 
1989 book, the “Silent War'—a top-heavy 
politicized organization whose troops lack 
rigorous training, maneuverability, disci- 
pline and a "mass approach.” Worse, it has 
developed a taste for power that embold- 
ens it to transcend the bounds of law with 
impunity 


CPP'sfall and rise 

The Communist Party of the Philip- 
pines-New People's Army (CPP-NPA) suf- 
fered severe setbacks from 1987 to about 
1995. But this decline was caused more by 
internal differences, leadership misjudg- 
ments, strategy debates and loss of com- 
pass that accompanied the abrupt shift 
froin dictatorship to formal democracy. 
‘The reversal was only partly due to the аг- 
rest of leading party cadres and the rise of 
vigilante groups that sowed terror in rural 
communities under Oplan Lambat Bitag, 

Since then, the CPP-NPA has gradually 
expanded. Guerilla zones have been 
reestablished in previous mountain hold- 
ошз, New fronts were opened in places 
like Bohol and Masbate. 

Many allied legal organizations dissoci- 
ated from the CPP bur those that main- 
tained ties flourished. This unarmed polit- 
ical network provides the passionate 
‘warm bodies ready to hit the streets in 
mass protests or to trek the electoral cam- 
paign trail. The youth in the universities, 
dismayed by the state of the nation and its 
leaders, remain a deep pool of motivated 
and idealistic cadres. A corps of sympa- 
thetic lawyers, doctors and other profes- 
sionals may not totally embrace the ideol- 
ogy but their heart still feels for the cause 
that was fought for in the 1970s. 


Feeding insurgency 

The insurgency persists despite its old 
slogans and orthodox Maoist strategy. 
What is feeding this phenomenon? 

Poverty is usually made to explain why 
the armed conflict began and persists. But 
as the 2005 Philippine Human Develop- 
ment Report showed, the poorest munici- 
palities or barangays are not always the 
site of intense conflict. Felt injustice and 
human rights violations that accompany 
militarization and development projects 
appear to more directly push people to 
take up arms. We already learned this dur- 
ing martial law. Repressive measures and 
abuses committed by government agents, 
and displacement due to government- 
backed development projects drove peo- 

le to the hills. Government, in effect, has 
een the best recruiter for the NPA. 

‘The CPP-NPA in turn has acted as the 
state in areas where government is not 
felt. It dispenses justice, imposes taxes, 
holds literacy classes’ and provides 
healthcare. 

These acts are resented by those who 
bear the brunt of the CPP-NPA5 penal laws, 
especially the death penalty. The CPP-NPA 
has also not been averse to partnerships 
with local landlords and politicians. The 
travails of the farmers in the Bondoc 
peninsula recently reported in newspapers 
show how farmers can be denied their 
right to the land by the unholy alliance of 
the armed left and the armed landlord. 

‘In other pan, the CPP-NPA has helped 
secure Justice for those victimized by cat- 


tle rustlers, rapists, the abrasive po- 
lice or soldier, and the local rich and 
powerful. Из armed force enables it 

to punish “enemies of the people,” 
legislate, police the community, ex: 
tract resources and compel compli 
ance, functions that otherwise belong 
to the state, if it were there. 

Moreover, despite its hard line stance 
on the primacy of armed struggle and dis- 
dain for “reformist” initiatives, allied 
forces are at home in the NGO sector and 
the parliamentary arena. Its hardcore ide- 
ology is actually overridden by the prag- 
matism of its enterprising activists. 


No winners 

Although growing, for the CPP-NPA to 
seize powical power is equally unlikely. 
Domes.i. and international factors do not 
‘work in favor of revolutionary takeovers 
similar to those that marked the last centu- 
ту. Changing social classes and demogra- 
phy brought about by the market economy 
and migration undermine ће CPP's agrar- 
ian bias. If guerilla warfare is hard for the 
AFP to track down, the uneven develop- 
ment of insurgent base areas makes sus- 
taining a nationwide guerilla movement 
difficult. 

Moreover, the general public has been 
proven to prefer nonviolent means to 
achieve social and political change. That is 
why there is also no wide support for mili- 
tary coups. Elections, for better or worse, 
remain the choice means for determining 
political leadership. 


Victory eludes both sides 

‘We must instead invest in a process that. 
will build confidence in peace-based ini- 
tiatives and allow reforms to take root 
Both parties must accord the right of the 
other to co-exist. Both must undergo 
paradigm shifts favoring constructive ac 
tions that affirm human rights and human- 
itarian norms. We need to build a national 
consensus for peace and against violence. 
Mechanisms must be put in place to allow 
all—not proscribe ог discriminate 
against—groups to compete politically in 
an even playing field. Political killings 
must not be accepted as a norm in our po- 

tical culture. 

Our civil wars have already exacted а 
heavy price on people's lives, wasted our 
resources and stunted our economy. From 
1986 to the early 1990s, the insurgency re- 
portedly cost the government P21 million 
per rebel and displaced 1.3 million people. 
Such huge losses are not collateral but 
central to the whole question of our well- 
being as a nation. 


(Coronel Ferrer a professor at the Univer-

Biliry of addressing the insurgency was then 
transferred by law from the Armed Forces of 
the Philippines (AFP) to the newly formed 
Philippine National Police. AFP capabilities 
‘were reoriented toward extemal defense with 
the enactment of the AFP Modernization Act. 

Unfortunately, shortly after these positive 
developments, the Asian financial crisis struck. 
"This was followed by a crisis in governance 
that resulted in the administration being oust- 
ed fom ойе in eariy 2001.

Bulusan danger zone 
now a ‘no-man’s land’ 


JUBAN, ^ SORSOGON—THE 
Provincial Disaster Coordinating 
Council (PDCC) has declared as 
“no man's land" the 4-km danger 
zone around Bulusan Volcano as 
part of its efforts to ensure the 
safety of the residents, 

Gov. Raul Lee said after the 
tension-filled РОСС meeting yes- 
terday that no one would be al- 
lowed now to venture into the 
danger zone even as the volcano 
has remained silent the past few 
days. 

He said he would also request 
the provincial board to pass an 
ordinance banning the entry of 
the public into the area, except 
those authorized by the disaster 
council. 

Some residents of Barangay In- 
Jagadian in Casiguran town re- 
fused to leave their homes, saying 
it was still safe and that they 
could mot just abandon their 
properties and their means of 
livelihood, 

Director Arnel Capili of the Of- 
fice of Civil Defense recommend- 
ed to the governor to tap the po- 
lice and the military in ensuring 
compliance to the entry ban. 


Preparedness 

Capili, who was present at the 
meeting which was marred by ar- 
guments, said the local disaster 
councils had amply addressed all 
the aspects of disaster prepara- 
tion, saying things were still with- 
in the capability of both the MD- 
CC and the PDCC. 

Lee called the closed-door PD- 
СС meeting to settle disagree- 
ments between the two mayors of 
Juban and Irosin, on one hand, 
and the mayor of Casiguran, on 
the other. 

The Municipal Disaster Coor- 
dinating Council has stared fi 
nalizing plans for the relocation 
of residents of barangays Puting- 
Sapa and Afiog as part of the pre- 
cautionary measures.

He said the validation using 
the GPS is also intended to re- 
solve issues concerning exact lo- 
cation of danger zone areas in a 
situation that some areas are ош- 
side the danger zone but are en- 
dangered by lahar flow. 

He said the village of Cogon in 
Irosin is outside the danger zone 
but because of the gully that cut 
across the village they have to as- 
sessit again. 


Debris 

The deposited debris on the 
slopes were still to be computed, 
Corpuz said. 

He said no significant number 
of volcanic tremors were record- 
ed as of June 22. But the intermit- 
tent heavy rains that poured since

During the Baku summit, Foreign Secretary 
Alberto Romulo represented the government 
according to Hassan.

willing to give P30-P50 wage hike

‘CEBU CITY—MOST BUSINESSMEN IN BOHOL 
are willing to give between P30 to Р50 wage in- 
crease to their workers, according to wage board 
officials who conducted the wage increase con- 
Sultation in Tagbilaran City last Thursday. 

‘Regional Tripartite Wages and Productivity 
‘Board (RTWPB) and Department of Labor Cen- 
tral Visayas director Elias Cayanong admired 
the open-mindedness of the businessmen. 

“The businessmen in Bohol are very posi- 

‘tive on giving wage increase to their work- 
ers," Cayanong said yesterday. 

RTPWB labor representative Marianito Ven- 
tura of the Trade Union of the Philippines and 
Allied Services (Tupas) said the businessmen 
in Bohol offered a much better amount com- 
pared to those in Dumaguete City. 

‘The wage board had conducted wage con- 
sultations in Dumaguete City in Negros Orlen- 
tal last June 15 wherein the officials of the Du- 
“fiaguete City Chamber of Commerce and In- 
dustry agreed only to a pay hike of up to P14. 

Ventura said the businessmen in Bohol 
agreed to P30 to PS0 amount because they are 
afraid that Congress would eventually pass the 
P125-across-the-board wage increase. 

“Besides, Bohol has a booming economy.

Many tourists are coming to Bohol based on 
my observation at the port of Tagbilaran,” 
Ventura said. 

Ventura also agreed that the rising economy 
of Bohol had reflected on the positive response 
of the businessmen in Bohol on the wage issue. 

But he explained that he could not also 
blame the businessmen in Negros Oriental if 
they could only offer P14 in daily wage in- 
crease since the province remained highly de- 
pendent on agriculture. 

During the consultation in Tagbilaran, the 
organization of the provinces Catholic 
schools were also open to the ideal of a P30- 
P50 wage increase. 

‘The Bohol Chamber of Commerce and In- 
dustry, Bohol Chinese Chamber of Commerce 
and the group of resort owners were prepared 
to give only up to P30, Cayanong said. 

The labor groups who attended in Tagbila- 
ran public hearing, however, still insisted on 
the proposed wage increases they had filed 
before the RWTPB. 

‘The Associated Labor Union-Trade Union 
Congress of the Philippines (ALU-TUCP) had 
demanded a P75 across-the-board daily wage 
increase, while the Alliance of Progressive La- 
bor (APL) was asking for a P9S-daily wage 
hike.

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Fishers want destructive fishing stopped 


STO. TOMAS, LA UNION—SOME 
300 fishermen in 10 coastal villages 
here have asked the local government 
to stop the operations of commercial 
fishing vessels and dynamite fishing 
inside the town's 15-km fishing zone. 

They also asked the town council 
to provide incentives to volunteers of 
Bantay Dagat (sea guards) and the lo- 
cal fisheries law enforcement team so 
they could perform their functions 
more effectively 

Jose Leones, president of the Pro- 
gresibong Alyansa ng mga 
Mangingisda sa Pilipinas chapter 
here, said the fishermen's demands 
were contained in a June 6 manifesto 
that his group sent to the office of 
Mayor Severino Carbonell. 

Leones said the operations of the 
commercial fishing vessels, using 
trawl and ой-ой methods, and dyna- 
mite fishing have reduced the fisher. 
men's catch by as much as 70 percent. 

Traw fishing, which uses fine mesh 
ness, and boli-boli fishing, which uses 
fish traps with weights that pound the 
bottom of the waters, are considered 


destructive and are banned by law in 
the municipal waters. 

Leones, quoting their manifesto, 
said personnel from the Philippine 
National Police's Maritime Command 
and the Philippine Coast Guard have 
been posted in the area but their pres- 
ence could not stop the trawl and 
boli-boli fishing vessels. 

“Every time we approach them 
(members of the PNP's maritime 
command and PCG] to catch the dy- 
namite fishers and the banned fishing 
vessels, they always say they have no 
operational funds,” Leones said. 

The Ingumer tried but failed to 
reach for comment the chiefs of the 
police's maritime command and the 
PCG based in Damortis village. 

Carbonell said he was aware of the 
problems of the fishermen but could 
not do anything because the local 
government did not have funds to 
monitor the municipal waters. 

“Our allocation for gasoline is lim 
ited so our boats could not move reg- 
ularly to patrol our municipal wa- 
ters,” he said. 


Carbonell said most of the dyna- 
mite fishers operating in his town 
come from the neighboring towns of 
Agoo and Aringay. 

^I suspect that these fishermen 
have strong ‘backers’ because of their 
audacity in venturing into our territo- 
rial waters,” he said. 

He said most of the trawl and boli-boli 
‘commercial fishing vessels operate out 
of Dagupan City. “Тһе owner-operators 
of these commercial vessels have pow- 
erful political connections,” he said. 

His office was preparing plans for a 
multisectoral meeting to discuss the 
problems, he said. Expected to attend 
are representatives of the police's mar- 
itime command, PCG, the regional of- 
fice of the Bureau of Fisheries and 
‘Aquatic Resources and local fishermen, 

Rosario Gaerlan, acting director of 
the BFAR in the Ilocos, said the Sto. 
Tomas fishermen should file a com- 
plaint with her office on the en- 
croachment of ће traw and boli-boli 
commercial fishing vessels.

ILOILO CITY—A RANKING CAPITOL OFFICIAL 
here has accused the Department of Public 
Works and Highways in the province of alleged 
irregularity їп the purchase of heavy equipment 
worth P6.6 million 

Provincial Administrator Manuel Mejora- 
da claimed that the equipment were recon- 
ditioned and that the DPWH's fourth engi- 
neering district allegedly conspired with a 
foundation identified with then 2nd district 
Rep. Augusto “Boboy” Syjuco in buying the 
equipment. 

Cecille Caligan, head of the DPWH-Iloilo's 
4th engineering district, denied any irregular- 
iy 

He said all his actions were based on the rec- 
ommendations of the Bids and Awards Com- 
mittee (BAC) and the technical inspection re- 
роп of DPWH's regional equipment engineer. 

Caligan said he could not conspire with 
Syjuco and influence the bidding process be- 
cause he was not even a member of the BAC. 

He said the bidding was open to the public 
and was even posted over the Internet. He al- 
so said it was the BAC that presided and se- 
lected the winning bidder. 

Caligan said his only role during the bidding 
process was to record the entire proceedings. 
Before the equipment delivered by the win- 
ning bidder were accepted by the engineering 
district, he said the Regional Equipment Office 
subjected them to a "rigid test operation.” 

“There is, therefore, no basis to say that the 
4th Engineering District was forced to accept 
as ‘reconditioned’ the heavy equipment ...” 
Caligan insisted in his counteraffidavit sub- 
mitted to the Office of the Ombudsman. 

He said the equipment were "duly exam- 
ined and found to be inorder.” 

Caligan's counteraffidavit was in compli- 
ance with the order of Ombudsman Director 
Edgardo Canton dated May 11, 2006 direct- 
ing him, Syjuco and Juanito Tizon, president 
and owner of the winning bidder Azure 
Builders Corp., to answer the allegations 
raised by Mejorada, 

Mejorada said Caligan immediately paid 
for the equipment based only on the affidavit 
of ownership presented by Tizon. 

"Where can you find a person who sells 
heavy equipment presenting only an affidavit. 
of ownership just to prove he is the real owner 
ofthe heavy equipment?" asked Mejorada. 


Mejorada said Tizon failed to present the 
Certificate of Registration or official receipt 
from the Land Transportation Office in the 
case of dump trucks, and no deeds of sale 
from previous owners in the cases of the road 
graders, payloaders and other equipment, 

Mejorada said Caligan caused the payment 
of the machineries and equipment "that 
turned out to be registered in the names of 
other individuals.” 

Citing Caligan’s report dated July 20, 2004 
to engineer Gary Villanueva, the officer in 
charge-regional equipment engineer, Mejora- 
da said Roberto Paredes, automotive equip- 
ment inspector, made а comment that one 
dump truck with plate numbers WPA-306 
“needs further reconditioning,” 

In short, Mejorada said, the dump truck 
failed to meet the standards of the automo- 
tive equipment inspectors. 

“The proper procedure would have been to 
require the supplier to undertake further re- 
conditioning of the dump truck and then re- 
quest the automotive equipment inspector to 
conduct another inspection and test opera- 
tion,” Mejorada said. 

In a certification dated Dec. 16, 2005, 
Mejorada said Aida Santiago, the LTO chief in. 
Angeles City, Pampanga, reported that the 
dump truck with plate numbers WPA-306 was 
registered in the name of a Cecilio Mamungay 
of 46 Sta. Cruz, Lubao, Pampanga. 

“Interestingly, the LTO Angeles City at- 
tached the papers of the previous owner 
which was Tawo kag Duta sa Kauswagan 
Foundations Inc., the chairman of whom is 
Syjuco,” said Mejorada. 

In another certification dated Nov. 8, 2005, 
Mejorada revealed that Anuel Bonite of LTO 
Iloilo informed him that the dump truck with 
plate numbers WPA-295 was registered in the 
same foundation. 

Mejorada said he could not reconcile the 
above transaction because the official records 
would show that these two dump trucks were 
registered in the name of other individuals 
and entities. 

He further said that the Deed of Absolute 
Sale was defective in the sense that the chas- 
sis and engine numbers of the machineries 
and equipment sold to the DPWH were not in- 
dicated in the document,

N AGE-OLD TRADITION OF 
mediation has kept family feuds 
from escalating into full-blown 
clan or community wars in Sul- 
tan Kudarat, one of the progres- 
sive towns of Maguindanao. 


"We settle disputes even before complaints 
are filed in court,” said the mayor, Datu Tocao 
Mastura. He was referring to the centuries- 
old system that his municipality has adapted 
and legalized when he issued Executive Order 
No. 05 in 2004. 

The order created the Walay Na Bitiara, a 
council composed of respected elders and ex- 
perts of Islamic law and traditions. 

Mastura explained that this mode of con- 
flict resolution was based on the Islamic tradi- 
tion of consensus building and consultation. 
The term "Bitiara," which means “exchange,” 
describes what takes place when both parties 
engage in a fair exchange of arguments and 
facts. 

“Iris not an adversarial situation, unlike in 
the usual court where technicalities can hin- 
der one from saying something,” Mastura 
said. 


Swearing by the Koran 

“Here, you can speak your mind and the 
council will listen to everything you say. Here, 
there are no lawyers trying to outsmart one 
another" 

‘The council calls on "credible" witnesses 
who must swear by the Koran “to tell the truth 
and nothing but the truth," the mayor added. 

Mastura said the system of dispensing jus- 
tice was based on the Parwalan, a code of con- 
duct for Muslims authored by Sultan Maulana 
Fakir in the 17th century 

“The Parwalan is, of course, detailed,” he 
said, He cited examples of specific violations 
that required specific punishments, such as 
the cutting of one or more fingers, depending 
on the seriousness of the offense and its im- 
pact on the community or the aggrieved per- 
son or family.

AMIGUIN’S МАМУ RUSTIC 
charms have added a new 
name: Avilla Sabio Busky and 
her Treehouse by the Sea. 


Friendly and full of life, Avilla or Gigi, hails 
from Valencia, Bukidnon, and has worked her 
way around the world—from Manila, Hong 
Kong and London, to the United States and 
Cayman Islands in the Caribbean. 

But home is, finally, Camiguin. 

“1 love this island. This is the best place to 
live in, to settle down and have a peaceful 
life,” says the 57-year-old who could easily be 
the island's ambassadress and most gracious 
hostess 

Her residence-cum-hostel could be the best 
home stay in this island getaway of northern 
Mindanao. 

Gigi is the eldest of more than a dozen sib- 
lings orphaned from their father. She worked 
as а meat vendor in her hometown Valencia 
and moved to Manila as a dressmaker, then to 
Hong Kong as a domestic helper. 

“I have to fend for my siblings and my own 
children as my first husband died early as 
well," she said, 

But it was her dressmaking skills that pro- 
pelled her life for the better.

The executive order, however, combines 
both customs and traditional practices in re- 
solving disputes, as compiled by the tradition- 
al leaders and elders, and provisions of Presi- 
dential Decree No. 1508, which defines the 
responsibilities and scope of the Katarungang 
Pambarangay or the barangay justice system. 


How the system works 

Under the executive order, conflicts are 
first settled in the barangay-based Walay Na 
Bitiara. If both parties cannot agree on a set- 
tement, the case is elevated го the municipal 
Walay Na Bitiara, Mastura sai 

To distinguish the process from the old 
practice, the mayor said: "We no longer have 
a jury. The members of the council discuss the 
pros and cons, and I pronounce the details of 
the settlement as agreed upon by the parties 
involved." 

“Almost always, the settlement ... ends the 
conflict and there is no longer a need to bring. 
the matter to the civil court, so we are in a 
way, preventing the clogging of cases," Mas- 
tura stressed. 

But "when the defendant is a little bit hard 
to deal with and uncooperative,” he said, "we 
suggest to the complainant to file a case in 
court." 

“We work fast to ensure that the matter is 
settled before a first hearing ever takes place. 
The suspect or defendant then behaves and 
agrees to settle amicably,” he said, 


Mutual agreement 

“Standard fines are imposed,” Mastura 
said. 

He cited the case of a person who was shot 
and eventually became paralyzed. The ac- 
cused, it was agreed, should pay for the hospi- 


tal bills of the victim and give P120,000 to the 
victim and family. When both parties agreed, 
the case was declared closed. 

If Mastura is able to perform successfully 
the part of the “judge,” he alludes to his lin- 
age that can be traced all the way to Datu 
Sultan Kudarat, “the father of my grandfa- 
ther, or the grandfather of my father.” 

Like other males of the same descent, Mas- 
tura isa recognized datu who must be accord- 
ed respect and honor. 

Mastura was mayor of Sultan Kudarat from 
1977 to 1998. His daughter, Bai Shajida Mas- 
tura-Bandila, took over after his term expired. 
In 2001, he was elected mayor again. 

Mastura once served as a subordinate of- 
ficer of the late Moro Islamic Liberation 
Front chief Salamat Hashim before the 
rebel group split from the Moro National 
Liberation Front. When Mastura surren- 
dered in the early 1970s, he became munici- 
pal secretary. 


Traditional yet progressive 
In the seat of the sultanate of Sultan Ku- 
darat, Mastura is mayor, datu and judge. If he 
can be considered a leader in its traditional 
sense, he also keeps a progressive outlook. 
Sultan Kudarat, who belongs to a province of 
the Autonomous Region in Muslim Min- 
danao, is one of the local government part- 
ners of the Local Governance Support Pro- 
gram in the ARMM (LGSPA), a “capacity- 
building” program funded by the Canadian 
International Development Agency. 

The LGSPA seeks to promote peace and de- 
velopment in the ARMM through excellence 
in local governance. It has conducted train- 
ings and seminars where Mastura has spoken 
about his innovative approaches to gover- 


nance, including his peace-building and 
maintenance efforts through the Walay na 
Bitiara. 

The partnership between the LGSPA and 
Sultan Kudarat is not exactly new. In the sec- 
ond phase of the program, the municipality 
was among the LGUs in the region which re- 
ceived capacity-building projects. 

It was able to start its information and com- 
munication technology (ICT) program, re- 
sulting in the computerization of its financial 
management services. 


‘Corporate’ governance 

Upon the invitation of the LGSPA, Mastura 
and his ICT team have gone around the AR- 
MM to help other municipalities replicate 
their success. 

А certified public accountant, Mastura said 
he was running the affairs of Sultan Kudarat 
as though it was “a corporate venture.” 

With his daughter, Bai Shajida, giving him 
all-out support as vice mayor and chair of the 
Sangguniang Bayan, Mastura has involved 
‘more women in community building, primar- 
ily by providing them livelihood training and 
start-up initiatives, 

No wonder that when LGSPA chose the re- 
cipients of the Kaagapay Seal of Excellence 
in Local Governance, identifying LGU part- 
ners that exemplified excellence in the areas 
of local government leadership and manage- 
ment, service delivery, resource generation 
and participatory governance, Sultan Ku- 
darat was on its list. Its ICT and Gender and 
Development programs were praised by the 
judges.

Doria said that based on their investi 


gation, they found out that George was 
also former rebel, who was under Com- 
mander Benjie.

the Vigos, Doria said the NPA had suspected 
that George was instrumental in the raid 
that killed Commander Benjie last year 

“They believed it was George Vigo who 
informed the military about the where- 
abouts of Commander Benjie. So it appears 
now that the motive was retaliation and the 
killing was not media-related,” he said. 

But the NPA has denied any involve- 
mentin the killing. 

Ricardo Fermiza, spokesperson of the 
Magtanggol Roque Command of the NPA 
in Southern Mindanao, said the Vigo cou- 
ple were known for their involvement “in 
the progressive legal democratic mass 
movement in North Cotabato” and it was 
unlikely for the NPA to target them.

Makati's once forgotten street 
wants to be city's art center

IF ONE WERE TO GO ON A TRIP DOWN 
memory lane, these would be some of the 
scenes likely to be seen on Makati's Reposo 
Street of old: 

Carriages drawn by horses, their hooves 
pounding a staccato beat on the street lined 
by fire trees and vacation houses. 

Behind these houses, vacationing rich Fil- 
ipino and Spanish families would often be 
seen having picnics on the prairie as they lis- 
tened to music coming from a rondalla or 
watched the performers in a zarzuela. 

‘The whole stretch of Reposo—which has 
since been renamed Nicanor Garcia, after the 
first mayor of Makati—was then a relaxation 
haven for the illustrados who lived in Intra- 
muros, Manila, during the Spanish era, ac- 
cording to Senor Guillermo Gomez. 

Gomez, a Spanish enthusiast and one of the 
oldest members of the community, wrote a 
paper on the area's history. 


Pleasant place 

Called Plesantero (pleasant place), the 
old Reposo was nothing but a dirt road 
hemmed by fire trees that flared during the 
summer. The trees were purportedly im- 
ported by the De Ayala Roxas clan from 
Mexico. 

The Ayalas' bloodline, Gomez said, can be 
traced to the old Roxas family who originated 
from Batangas and were considered Indio 
Principalia (local elite). 

"One tradition says К started with one Dat- 
to Malibay who became a vassal of the King of 
Spain, thereby becoming Spanish,” Gomez 
wrote, 

Malibay’s ancestral land was vast, starting 
somewhere near the mouth of the Pasig River 
and ending in a strait connected to the Lagu- 
nade Bay. 


Intermarriages 

This native principalia was said to have in- 
termarried with Spanish peninsulares such as 
Rojas (Roxas), Ayala and Chinos Cristianos 
bearing the name Lim de Castro and Dian. 

“But later generations married more Span- 
ish peninsulares like Melian, Soriano, Olga- 
do... down to the latter day Elizaldes," Gomez 
said

The NBI conducted the operation after 
Lerma issued search warrants based on a 
complaint Nestlé Philippines had filed 
against Columbia, Nestlé had alleged that 
the packaging of Columbia's milk drink 
was “confusingly similar" to that of Milo. 


Lerma, however, said that after exam- 
ining and comparing both produets, he 
was convinced that Chocquik could not 
be mistaken for the Nestlé product. 

“Clearly, the only perceptible similarity 
between the two products is the presence of 
more or less similar shades of colors in their 
respective packages," the judge added. 

“All evidence obtained by the appli 
cant (Nestlé) under [the] search war- 
rants are hereby ordered suppressed for 
all purposes. The NBI is hereby ordered 
to immediately return to [Columbia]... 
all the articles and_properties seized 
from the company...” Lerma ordered.

LPG tanks seized 

THE NATIONAL Bureau of Investigation. 
(NBI) has warned against the proliferation of 
ilegaly refiled liquefied petroleum gas 
(LPG) tanks as its agents raided five estab- 
lishments in Muntinlupa, Cainta and Antipo- 
lo City. Seized during the operations were 
P1.2 million worth of LPG tanks bearing the 
brand names of Petron Corp.. Pilipinas Shell 
Corp., Total Philippines Ino. and Superkalan 
Gaz Corp. NBI Intellectual Property Rights 
Division (IPRD) chief Jose Justo Yap said 
the raids were conducted on Friday after the 
ой companies complained that the stores 
had been refiling their LPG tanks and pass- 
ing them off as genuine products. Trade- 
markinfringement and unfair competition 
charges would be led against the owners 
of JPS LPG Gas Supply, United Star Trading, 
Triple K Gas, Corsan Rice Dealer and Mia-J 
Poultry Supply. “We are going after these 
counterfeiters not only to protect the inter- 
ests of the gas companies but the public as 
weli,” Yap said in an interview. He stressed 
that unauthorized dealers do not check the 
cylinders for leaks during the refilling pro- 
cess, and this could lead to an accident. Tina

Security tightened

The line stretched from the Museo 
de Makati in Barangay Poblacion, down 
to Guadalupe Nuevo and Guadalupe 
Viejo, and toward Pateros and Pasig. 

Reposo, which also stood for “resting 
place,” “began as some kind of a native 
picnic ground (lugar de asueto) and a 
promenade that [led] to the riverbank 
road now called Mabini,” Gomez relat- 
ed. 

However, with the advent of the Amer- 
ican invasion, Reposo gradually lost its 
popularity. “It faded away from memory 
along with its fire trees," he said. 


‘Tree of enlightenment 

Instead of the fancy horse-drawn car- 
riages that ferried promenaders, the 
stretch is now full of a parade of cars 
caught in a traffic jam. The fire trees, 
meanwhile, have been replaced by 
decade-old Bo, the tree of enlighten- 
ment. 

Dr. Ike Tolentino, a silviculturist or 
tree expert, said the Bo tree is ideal for 
the area because it thrives in tropical cli- 
mates and is low-maintenance. 

Reposo, however, has experienced 
some sort of revival in the past two 
years.

Music keeps fotog good company in Beijing

News Agency. “It relaxes me. | listen to dif- 
ferent genres and playing them loudly 
makes me appreciate the music more. The 
vocals and the insruments—whether 
rock, jazz, classical, OPM—come to life 
‘when played loudly. I am lucky I have not 
received complaints from my neighbors,” 
he said. 

"Cortes moved to Beijing last year from. 
Shanghai where he was stationed since 
2002. Before China, he was in Singapore, 
Hong Kong and Viemam. 


Invited by the police 

"There are many restrictions here (for 
news coverage) compared to the Philip- 
pines," he said. There is no real freedom of 
the press, Journalists can only cover events 
‘when allowed by the government.” 

He had been invited by the police and 
ordered to delete his photos from his digi- 
tal camera, They were "human interest” 
shots of ordinary Chinese on the streets. 

| have yet to experience having my 
equipment confiscated like other photo- 
journalists covering disasters or accidents 
that government painstakingly try to cover 
up, But, in my daily coverage, police pa- 
trols occasionally yell at me with gesture 
not to take photos,” he said. 

‘But growing capitalism is prompting the 
country to be more open. 

Cortes observed that more events were 
being allowed to be documented. “Slowly 
the government realizes the need for the 
outside world to know developments in 
the country particulary those that depict 
China as an advanced nation in terms of 
technology" he said. 

Cortes also feels authorities may be eas- 
ing up because China is hosting the 
‘Olympic Games in 2008. During the an- 
niversary of the 1989 Tienanmen massacre 
last month, Cortes freely took photos of po- 
licemen arresting Chinese protesters.

Doing freelance work, he contributed 
pictures to national publications like Mr & 
Ms and Who magazines and international 
news agencies. He later became a regular 
photo stringer for United Press Interna- 
tional (UPI), which was eventually ac- 
quired by Reuters. 

Cortes has won several awards, includ- 
ing Best News Photo for campus journal- 
ism from the National Press Club of the 
Philippines in 1985. In 1987, his photo es- 
say “Labor Pains,” a documentation of 
workers struggle in a picket line, won him 
the first Willie Vicoy Photojournalism Fel- 
lowship to the University of Missouri in

He was 
among the first journalists allowed to re- 
side and cover stories in Hanoi, witnessing 
the opening up of Vietnam to the outside 
world and the normalization of ties with 
the United States. 

He then went to Hong Kong until the 
former British colony reverted to China in 
1997. Moving to Singapore later, he be- 
came senior sub-editor/photographer in 
Reuters Asia headquarters.

Living very far from my 
home and my mother for long peri- 
‘ods somehow made me experience 
what was it like to be in the shoes of 
my father who like me, lived away 
from his loved ones and worked day 
in and day out. 1 also realized that 
he was in a worse position since he 
was living in а foreign land. 

In Manila, I was able to meet all 
sorts of people, from the ridiculously 
rich to the embarrassingly poor. It 
was my interactions with the less 
fortunate that taught me a lot more 
about appreciating the things that I 


known for his brains but he gave me 
the smartest answer an uncertain 
son could ever hear. He told me that 
hell hang on as long as I could hang 
оп as well, Tm not sure if he really 
meant to inspire me with his words 
but they did.

Being an OFWS child is hard and 
requires a lot of strength to go 
through its many challenges with- 
ош crumbling. You may get all your 
material needs but it can never be at 
par with having fulltime parents 
Watching and guiding you through- 
ош your life. I don't want to see the 
dollar go up a peso more. 


Where to put your dollars

JOYCE, AN OFW WIFE CAME TO SEE 
me the other day and asked how she can 
best manage her monthly allowance re- 
mined by her husband. Her husband 
wants her to get into some form of small 
business. She asked me: "What is the best 
business 1 can get into with this limited 
amount of $300 or P15,000 per month, or 
а total of P180,000 in one year? Is this 
enough capital?” 

Ellen, a former OFW who wanted to be 
self-employed, wrote me, “FIC, | invested 
my life savings in a balloon making busi- 
ness and lost ай my capital in six months. 
Can you tell me how or why this hap- 
pened”? When I asked her questions, she 
told me that she was really into cooking 
‘but that her auntie had strongly recom- 
mended balloon making because she had 
‘enough money to start such a business. It 
was a good business because she has a 
friend that does well in that business, she 
was old. 

The cause of failure was quite obvious. 
First, she took the advice of one Who was 
clearly nota capable business advisor Sec- 
‘ond, she decided based on the amount of 
capital she had readily available. Third 
and the biggest mistake of all is that she 
‘went into a business which she did not 
know anything about and where she had 
no real personal interest and no technical 
capability to contribute, 

Joyce wants to know what her business 
options are. She is an undergraduate in 
accounting and had worked with an appli- 
ance sales and service company. 

She had also worked as part-time book- 

‘and customer service in-charge for 
sometime. She told me she really enjoyed 
the customer relations part of her experi- 
‘ence and that she was also very much at 
home in food related activities. 

Joyce would probably do well in food 
or other service type businesses. The ques- 
tion Б, what type of business and will she 
have the necessary capital to do it? 

I gave Joyce the list of Filipino fran- 
chisors and its broad range of small busi- 
nesses available. | encouraged her to seri- 
‘ously considera food stall business, which 
had an available franchise near her home. 

Another good thing about franchise is 
the business training included in the pack- 
age that usually lasts for three months. But 
she would need to pay 30 percent (subject 
to negotiation with the franchisor) or 
about P50,000 as soon as she signs the 


agreement. The franchise business pro- 
jected minimum of net cash earnings of. 
P10,000 and possibly up to P18,000 per 
month. 

Here is what advised Joyce to do: 

Validate the franchisors claims 
through the Association of Filipino Fran- 
chisors Inc; 

* Validate the actual experience by 4- 
reclly interviewing the FIRST Franchisee, 

* Find out if the franchisor has any 
pending legal cases with any of the fran- 
chisees, and if there is any find out why, 

* Secure serious legal advice on the 
meris and demerits of the franchise 
agreement. Make sure that she is satisfied 
with all the provisions of the franchise 
agreement, particularly on her option to 
terminate agreement without any dificul- 


Ве aware that anything not written 
in the agreement, even if promised by the 
franchisor, may not be fulfilled. 

е Make sure that all the sources for 
funding are in place. 

Now, how will Joyce raise the P200,000 
for the franchise? First of all, Joyce has a 
very good source of future cash flow: Her 
husband is able to send her P15,000 every 
month and Joyce tells me she can prove 
that this regular remittance will be made 
for at least three more years. Joyce can 
now negotiate with the franchisor for in- 
stallment payments on the franchise fees, 
First, she can pay the down payment of 
P50,000. Second, she could offer to pledge. 
the assets to be acquired by the franchise 
business itself, and, if necessary she can al- 
so offer to pledge the future remittance of 
her husband until the full franchise fees 
are paid, Under this arrangement, the to- 
tal capital requirements of P200,000 can 
be fully met in less than one year. 

What if Joyce can only use P5,000 рег 
month to invest in this business? Yes, but 
this wil require some detailed negotia- 
tions with the franchisor and some fun- 
ders like the Small Business Lending Corp. 
Some franchisors will even guarantee the 
Joan of the franchisee so that Joyce can get 
started earlier. This is good debt in action, 
the proper use of leverage. 

1 told Joyce that in any business, there. 
are no success guarantees but there are 
ways to reduce the risks. If she at leas fol- 
lows the advice already given above, she 
has a good chance of success

“Yes, it is slightly altered, but in a way that 
viruses commonly mutate,” said Dick 
"Thompson, a spokesperson for the agency in 
Geneva. "But that didn't make it more trans- 
 missible or cause more severe disease.”

World slums set for huge 
growth, UN forum told 


VANCOUVER, CANADA—A HUGE CHUNK 
of urban growth around the world will be 
concentrated in slums that will become a 
magnet for terrorists and crime, the UN 
World Urban Forum was warned as it closed 
Friday 

Ifleft unchecked, stums will become "cen- 
ters of deprivation and instability” Inga 
BjorkeKlevby, assistant UN secretary general, 
told one meeting on the future of cities at the 
forum. 

‘The State of the World Cities report pre- 
sented at the conference said that 38 percent 
‘of urban growth will be in slums, and that by 
2020 six of 10 people in the world wili ive in 
cities. 

Clive Harridge, president of Britain's Town 
and Planning Institute, warned that leaving 
slums to fester will increase security threats 
and that urban terrorism “is having an in 
creasing impact on cities, and all projections 
suggest urban political violence will continue 
to escalate.” "Cites not only suffer the effects 
of terrorism, but if their unplanned growth 
leads to marginalized people, that can lead 
to terrorism itself” said Harridge. 

He warned that slums and wealthy sub- 
urbs in Westemized cites, marked by sprawl 
and consumption of resources at a much 
higher rate than the world average, are 
equally unsustainable, and their growth is a 
cause of climate change. 

Many speakers at the conference said gov 


'emments and agencies must involve popula- 
tions in the answers to solve the problems. 

“We are fed up with being the subject of 
the agenda,” said Rose Molokoane of the 
South African Homeless People's Federation 
and Slum Dwellers international 

“We are fed up with just siting down and 
seeing goverment doing every thing for us 

. give us land, give us security of tenure.” 
Global funding agencies need to change how 
they operate to improve slums, said David 
Satterthwaite of the British-based Intema- 
tional Institute for Environment and Devel- 
‘opment. 

Most agencies give money to central gov- 
emments “in the name of administrative 
convenience,” he said, while adding that 
funds should go directly to small projects “to 
support the initiatives of grass roots organi- 
zations.” The next World Urban Forum will 
be held in two years in Nanjing, China, 
where the pace of urbanization is among the 
works fastest. 

There are already 600 cities in China, 
‘compared to 220 cities 25 years ago, said 
Chinese researcher Хиете Bai, of the Japan- 
based Institute for Global Environmental 
Strategies. 

“This enormous transformation is пос go- 
ing to stop or to be reversed" she wamed, 
and so China has to overcome its challenges 
of extreme pollution and the loss of agricul- 
tural areas to urban development. АРР

Aaron Spelling,

LOS ANGELES LEGENDARY TELEVISION 
producer Aaron Spelling, who launched a 
string of star-making global hits such as Dy- 
таяу, Charlies Angels and Beverly Hils, 
90210, died of cancer on Friday. He was 83.

US stumped on whether to raise wages

WASHINGTON—THE HEATED DEBATE IN 
‘Congress this week over whether to raise the 
US minimum wage from $5.15 an hour has 
divided not only politicians but ako 
economists, who differ over whether it helps 
‘or hurts the working poor 

Democrats—ivho saw their proposal to 
raise the federal minimum wage to $7.25 an 
hour by January 2009 go down in defeat this 
week—say such a pay increase would have 
given 65 million Americans $4,400 more to 
spend each year. 

“Every day the minimum wage is not in- 
creased, it continues to lose value and work- 
ing families fall further behind,” said Sen. Ed- 


ward Kennedy, the Massachusetts Democrat 
whose amendment was voted down on 
Wednesday along mostly party lines 

‘But many economists argue that forcing 
employers to raise the amount they pay en- 
trylevel workers may constrain hiring, par- 
ticularly given competition from low-wage 
foreign nations. 

The minimum wage has not increased 
since September 1997, although Democrats 
have tried several times since then to pass 
legislation. Only in the 1980s was there a 
longer period of inaction, during the presi- 
dencies of Ronald Reagan and George H.W. 
Bush, the father of President George W 
Bush. 

“Congress is on track to tie the longest 


record for ignoring the policy” said mini 
mum-wage supporter Jared Bernsicin, an 
economist at the liberal-leaning Economic, y 
Policy Instirure in Washington. “Thankfully 
states are stepping up to the plate.” 

While he was president, Bill Clinton gave” 
states the power to set their minimum wages: , 
above the federal level. Е 

So far 21 states and the District of 
Columbia have done so. In two of those, 
states, Arkansas and Michigan, higher mini- 
mum wage rates will go into effect in Octo- 
bes according to the Web site of the National, , 
Conference of State Legislatures, In:

1 Asia likely to cheer if US strikes 
down N. Korea missile, analysts say 


ТАРЕ, TAIWAN--MOST ASIAN 
nations would cheer—some louder 
than others—if the US knocks down 
a long-range missile tested by North 
Korea. But a failed attempt to inter- 
‘cept it would send serious shivers 
through the region, analysts say. 

Many countries in Asia stil rely on 
US military might to keep the peace 
in the complex region—home to 
some of the world’s most dangerous 
potential flash points: the Taiwan 
Strait, India-Pakistan and the Kore- 
as. 

So Washington is being closely 
watched in Asia as it deals with 
North Korea's possible preparation 
to testfire a Taepodong-2 missile, 
"which may be able to hit the Ameri- 
can mainland,

Washington has said it would 
pursue diplomatic means to stop the 
test, but there has been wide specu- 
lation the US would use its fledgling 
missile defense system to пу striking 
down the weapon.

Nathan, a regional security 
analyst at Singapore's Institute of 
Southeast Asian Studies, said Asia 
‘would be pleased to see the US stop 
thetest.

ed from launching the missile,” 
Nathan said. 

But those who wouldnt be clap- 
ping in public might include South 
Korea and China, some analyss said. 


“South Korea probably wouldn't 
support it openly" said Kenneth 
Wells director of the Center for Ko- 
rean Studies at Australian National 
University "There would be some di- 
vision in the government, but if they 
"were forced to make a comment one 
way or another, suspect it would bé 
that it wasn't a helpful ding to do.” 
China would also frown on a US 
attempt to hit the missile, said An- 
drew Yang, a senior analyst at the 
Chinese Center for Advanced Policy 
Studies in Taiwan's capital, Taipei. 
“it would mean that the US is 
adopting a confrontational strategy 
against North Korea, and that goes 
against China's policy of using dia- 
logue,” Yang said. “The bottom line 
for China is that they dont want any 
escalation of tension in the region."

EVERYTHING HAS BEEN ON TARGET FOR 
Amaya Paz lately. 

‘Yet the country’s top archer still felt awed 
by the fact that she ranked 20th in the world 
early this year. 

“It was a big thing,” said Paz. “The World 
Championships was a big eye opener. During 
the qualifying round, I ranked eighth. And 1 
really thought that we can do it, that we can 
excel in this sport.” 

Paz had a good run in 2005, capping the 
year by winning two gold medals in the wom- 
en's individual and team compound events in 
the archery competition of the 23rd South- 
east Asian Games last December.

It's parents’ responsibility to 
support their kids, not the other way 
around, so let's transfer that load to the 
right, adult shoulders, okay? 

We wish our talented child singers 
well; their parents should do no less. And 
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we should all remind ourselves that these. 
young singers are children, so we should 
treat them as such. 

What does that mean? We shouldn't 
burden them with problems, force them 
to grow up much to soon, allow them the. 
fun and leisure to be children, and encour- 
age the full development and expression 
of their most beautiful traits—their inno- 
cence, and their sense of wonder.

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Palace approves P25-M fund 
for Film Council co-prods

Fund for movie producers in 
a bid to jump-start the ailing 
film industry, the Film Devel- 
opment Council of the 
Philippines announced on 
Friday. 

‘The Council received notice of the 
approval from the Department of 
Budget early this month, according to 
FDCP chief Rolando Jacky" Atienza. 

“We will use the [money] to invest 
in co-production ventures,” Atienza 
told Inquimer Entertainment іп a 
phone interview. “А maximum of PS 
million will be used per project—or 
40 percent of the total project cost, 
whichever is lower.” 


Selection committee 

National Artist for Film Eddie 
Romero would head the committee in 
charge of selecting which movie out- 
fits FDCP would work with, Atienza 
confirmed also on Friday. 

“But we will start disbursing the 
[cash] only after two-thirds of the 


y 


project has been finished,” Atienza 
said. “The disbursement shall be on a 
staggered basis. The producer will re- 
ceive the last [chunk] after the film 
prints finished.” 

Payment or recovery of FDPC's in- 
vestment would come from the pro- 
ceeds of the project, he added. “That 
is why we are making sure the pro- 
ducer will finish the film.” 

Precisely for this purpose, Atienza 
said, the Council would form a monitor- 
ing committee to be headed by Digna 
Santiago of Premiere Productions. 

Atienza explained that before FD- 
CP could agree to a co-production, it 
should first approve the script, cast 
and director, and deem the film com- 

#mercially viable. The track record of 
the movie outfit interested in the 
funding would also be weighed, he 
said. 

“FDCP will give priority to сотра- 
nies who have not produced a 35mm 
film for the last 12 months. But if the 
more active producers have better 
scripts, we will also consider them,” 
Atienza said. “Digital films can also 
qualify for assistance, as long as they 
are filmed in HD [high definition] 
camera equipment and would later 
be blown up to 35mm.” 

Asco-producer, FDCP would get 25 


percent from the total theatrical pro- 
ceeds of the film, he said. Payment of 
the Council's investment would also 
come from ancillary rights (TV/cable, 
home video sales), which would be 
assigned to FDCP for six years. 

“If the proceeds are valued more 
than our investment, the excess will 
be given back to the producer.” said 
Atienza. “All we want is a return of in- 
vestment. The producer can buy us 
ош of the co-prod deal anytime.” 


Business deal 

He added: “While this is really not 
a commercial transaction, it has the 
rigidity of a commercial deal.” This 
‘means the producer should assure the 
Council that the production will not 
spend more that its allotted budget 
and that the movie will be finished 
within the agreed period. 

‘The Council would start choosing 
the first three projects within the next 
two months, said the FDCP chief, and 
the producers should start shooting 
within six weeks, at the latest, upon 
approval of the funding. 

“President Macapagal-Arroyo facil- 
itated approval of the fund, Atienza 
said. “It’s an expression of her support 
for the industry that we got it sooner 
than expected."

growth. (Yes, it seems he 
mostly praciiced what he 
preached.) 

“Kinsey” is unusually 
cerebral, which makes the experience espe- 
cially important and very much worth it. Au- 
teur Bill Condon has handled sensuality and 
obsession with expertise before in “Gods and 
Monsters,” and it's no surprise that he credi- 
bly deconstructs a forward-thinking figure to 
the core once again. Dr. Kinsey (Liam Neeson) 
is a rare, driven individual who authored a 
popular health book, “Sexual Behavior in the 
Human Male," in 1948. We see his develop- 
ment from a guilt-ridden teen to a liberated 
pioneer, his thirst for truth studded with per- 
sonal and sexual milestones through decades 
of non-conformity. His intellectual progres- 
sion is shared by his wife (Laura Linney) and 
trusted researchers (Chris O'Donnell, Peter 
Sarsgaard, Timothy Hutton). 


Intimate details 

‘The film unabashedly tackles the intimate 
details of its characters’ sexual histories. Top- 
ics that rarely, if ever, get discussed in school 
or at home are dissected minus the awkward 
tiptoeing. The intricacies of sex and the be- 
havior relating to it—from feelings of inade- 
quacy to secret desires, from homosexuality 
to extra-marital affairs—get a share of the 
spotlight, being inexorably bonded to Kin- 
sey' firsthand experiences. 


LIAM NEESON as Dr. Alfred Kinsey 


“Kinsey” champions the once-enshrouded 
trove of knowledge and lifestyles that the title 
character is open to, and, understandably, 
presents the prudish and non-adventurous as 
antagonists. John Lithgow's commanding 
performance as Kinsey's ultra-conservative 
and despicable father provides a sharp con- 
trast and thus becomes his antithesis, a per- 
son who teaches “morality disguised as fact.” 
‘There are captivating performances aplenty 
here. Aside from Lithgow, Neeson, and Lin- 
ney, those who stand out in the exceptional 
ensemble are Sarsgaard (as Kinsey's bisexual 
protégé), and William Sadler (who appears as 
an unrepentant pervert) 

‘The film establishes Dr. Kinsey as a man 
who didn't have all the answers but was will- 
ing to learn, even when he's oblivious to his 
own manipulations and mistakes. Through an 
uneven but free-flowing use of techniques, in 
cluding choppy montages of Kinsey's interv 
wees and occasional black-and-white se 
quences, Condon adds visual quirk and tex- 
ture to the lengthy story. 

“Kinsey” is practically a thick sex education 
pamphlet, yup, but its easy to connect with it.

“We will also try to encourage people to go 
ош to the theater and watch it with a group 
and have fun instead of watching a poorly 
done pirated copy by yourself,” Landau 
added. “We should all battle this piracy prob- 
lem because we will not be able to make films 
if the rate of piracy continues. We will do all 
that we can to eliminate it. It is indeed scary 
that it has already become worldwide.” 

Landau formed Sony Pictures Digital in 
1999, bringing together all the digital artists 
and software engineers from Sony Pictures 
Imageworks, Sony Online Entertainment and 
Columbia Tristar Interactive (now sonypic- 
tures.com) into one division. He said animat- 
ed films usually do well in the box-office. Last 
year, he noted, three such features made a 
combined $800 million.

"honest-to-goodness Ilocos empanada” remi- 
niscent of the provincial delicacy that has be- 
come a staple snack in Laoag. 


Hooked on the first bite 

Nine years ago, Carol Halili was just anoth- 
er customer tasting her first bite of this phe- 
nomenal treat. She had her first encounter 
with the Ilocos empanada in Laoag, where a 
good friend invited her and husband Ding for 
a vacation. 

"She insisted that we try this delicious 
provincial snack that was only served at 
night, Lacag's version of the empanada. What 
amazed us was how it was made; there were 
different stalls serving the same delicacy and 
being cooked in full view of the customers at 
the plaza 

Carol recounts how she saw cooks stuffing 
the orange dough with monggo, longgan- 
isang hubad, green papaya and raw egg as 
topping, the mighty pie is then deep fried un- 
til crispy.

Manila? Months after tasting her first Ilocos 
empanada, Carol was all geared up, with 
P100,000 and a dream to open a business 
with a product she intimately enjoys. 

The first challenge was to capture the true 
taste of the Ilocos empanada. Through her 
then partner, Carol was able to find someone 
from the province who could teach them how. 
She recalls, “she was hesitant to teach us at 
first, because it was a secret recipe in the 
province. Through persistent wooing, she 
eventually taught us how to make the em- 
panada, the secret ingredients and the man- 
ner it is cooked. The main problem she first 
encountered in trying out the recipe was the 
cooks penchant for adding seasoning to 
taste. 


Consistency is key 

Carol standardized the process in order to 
make her version of the Ilocos empanada 
saleable in Manila. Besides coming up with

nary school in the Philip- 
pines recently opened in 
Makati City with 30 students. 

The school—the American Hospitality 
Academy-Philippines--is the first culinary ed- 
ucation facility opened by the American Hospi- 
tality Academy (AHA), an organization that 
has been providing training for students from 
all over the world in well-known hotel and re- 
sorts in the US for the past 20 years. It is based 
in Hilton Head Island in South Carolina. 

AHA was established in 1986 by Cindi 
Reiman, a native of Chicago, and has part- 
nered with several known hotel chains like 
the Carlton Ritz, Hyatt Marriot and Hilton in 
providing the training to hospitality students. 

Reiman sees the hospitality industry as a 
positive forum for international understand- 
ing as it breaks down social barriers through 
its hosting of different cultures in an environ- 
ment that promotes peace and friendships. 

AHAS programs are exchange visitor pro- 
grams recognized by the US State Depart- 
ment. 

Asked why the AHA is opening its very first 
culinary school here in the Philippines instead 
ofthe United States or another Asian country, 
Reiman replied: “Filipinos love to cook and 
appreciate good food. Filipinos are known to 
bea friendly and hospitable race, perfect for 
the hospitality industry. My positive experi- 
ence with hard-working Filipinos who took 
up AHAS internship program reinforced my 
decision to put up our very first school in this 
country.” 

The culinary school business in this coun- 
tay has been bullish with some 20 culinary 
schools now offering professional culinary 
courses. 

 AHA-Philippines offers a Tesda-accredited 
6-month Diploma in Culinary Arts program 
and a 9-month Diploma in Culinary Art and 
Entrepreneurship program that started this 
month. TESDA stands for Technical Educa- 
tion and Skills Development Authority, the 
government skills training overseer. 

‘The programs are open to high school and 
college graduates. The six-months culinary 
arts program includes courses in food safety 
and sanitation, kitchen math, product identi- 
fication, knife skills, butchery and fish mon- 
gerie. 

Four months is devoted to hands-on train- 
ing in classrooms and the last two to intern- 
ship training in a local hotel or restaurant. 

"Unlike other culinary schools, where five 
or more students are assigned to a cooking 
station, we will take care that the AHA stu- 
dent will do actual hands-on everyday" says 
Gene Cordova, AHA-Philippines president 
and managing partner." 

After the six-months culinary arts program, 
trainees may opt to continue to the nine- 
month culinary arts and entrepreneurship 
program.

BY THE NTH PATIENT 1 DIDNT BOTHER 
anymore to explain that I was nota doctor. I took the 
“reseta” from a mother carrying her 2-month-old ba- 
by with one arm and the other holding the hand ofa 
toddler with a runny nose. After much deliberation 
with the other members of the pharmacy team, 
Grace and Jaymee, we decided that the handwriting 
on the prescription paper said “multivitamins,” al- 
though the writing very much read like “chicken 
loopyhead.” So there I was, an English major under a 
caimito tree, standing for hours on end and combing 
through the remaining boxes of cotrimoxazole, am- 
broxol and loratidines. 

It was a sunny afternoon and there were still 
about 50 patients left after a morning of over a hun- 
dred of provincial folk waiting their turn for a free 
medical checkup or for a free tooth extraction. 

Through the suggestion of the Joint Task Force 
Malampaya, we held the medical-dental missions 
with tutorial and catechism classes in Barangays Bu- 
cana and Baratuan in El Nido, Palawan. There are 
approximately 1,000 families in each barangay, mak: 
ing them the two largest in El Nido. But because of 
the inaccessibility of these barangays, they can't get 
any health assistance, 

“The poor, the sick and the children are God's fa 
vorites,” said St. Josemaría, the founder of Opus Dei. 
“So, we should do what we can to help them live a 
dignified life.” During his younger years as a priest, 
St. Josemaría regularly visited hospitals and shanties 
to give anointing of the sick, catechism or just plain 
solace to those who needed it. He believed that Opus 
Dei was born through their prayers and sacrifice. 

Moved by this teaching, Bishop Alvaro del Portillo 
(1914-1994), St. Josemarfa's first successor as 
Prelate of Opus Dei, upon seeing the slums of Manila 
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during his visit in 1987, encouraged the members of 
Opus Dei to do something for the poor in the Philip- 
pines, So, some female doctors and dentists, togeth- 
er with their friends, put up the Family Cooperation 
Health Services Foundation, пс, focusing on prima- 
ry health training. 

This nonprofit organization began in Barrio Tulo 
in.Calamba, training 18 community health workers. 
‘The five-year primary health-care project included a 
‘Tuberculosis Control Program and Nutrition Infor- 
mation and Education, helping at least 600 people 
out ofa total population of 2,232. 

Family Cooperation has four primary health-care 
programs in two barangays in Las Piñas and a couple 
more in Muntinlupa. The program includes four- 
hour, once-a-week classes for barangay health work- 
ers and mothers. The foundation also holds monthly 
medical-dental missions in Rizal, Calamba, Batan- 
gas, Tatalon and Quezon City: It plans to have pro- 
grams soon in Bataan, Bulacan and Quezon. 

All this generosity comes from a container van of 
an office along Maria Clara Street in Rizal Village in 
Muntinlupa City The programs are undertaken with 
the help, for example, of the Pilipinas Shell Founda- 
tion, Inc, engineer Ering Javion Fernandez and 
other donors. Donors are needed since, in my case, I 
could only cover my travel expenses to Palawan and 
back. IFI had to pay for my living expenses, then I 
might have had to swim my way to Palawan and 
back. 

So there I was trying to find multivitamins under 
the caimito tree. But in vain. So turned to the moth- 
er with the baby and the toddler with a runny nose 
and told her, “Bili na lang po kayo sa botika. Ubos na 
pokasieh.” 

‘Then she walked away with a dejected face that I 
wanted to go back to Manila and buy a whole drug- 
store.

To this day, seven Damas de 
Caridad are in charge of the Cruza- 
da with the help of seven Ca- 
balleros de Cristo.

‘The vestments of the Virgin are 
being made by Plumaria, a design 
house for vestments managed by 
Jerome de Jesus. 

When the Canonical Coronation 
of the Virgin was being planned іп 
1956, the people of Balit refused to 
give the Virgin thinking she would 
not be returned to their church. 

Tt was believed that “where the 
Virgin was, there she would stay” 
So Bishop Guerrero had a replica 
made. Apostolic Nuncio Egdio 
Vagnozzi crowned the Virgin. 

The original image of the Virgen 
de los Remedios remains in Вай, 
which celebrates her feast day on 
Nov. 26.

National Food Authority Masbate manager 
Edna de Guzman (left) together with the 
operations officers observes the unloa 
operations of a total of 25,000 bags of rice 
from Vietnam that arrived recently at the 
Masbate port.

Imported rice arrives

SOME 149,000 BAGS OF RICE IM- 
ported from Vietnam is set to arrive at 
the Tabaco City port. 

The National Food Authority reported 
that the well-milled rice, 25 percent bro- 
ken grains will be distributed in different 
provincial offices in the Bicol region in- 
cluding Albay, 28,000 bags, Camarines 
Norte, 16,000 bags; Catanduanes, 
14,000 bags; Masbate, 25,000;vand 
Sorsogon, 20,000 bags. The remaining 
16,000 bags will form part of the regional 
office's buffer stocks. The volume is part of 
the 1.8 million bags of rice allocated for 
region V for distribution and security 
stocks. 

Regional director Rogelio Macutay as- 
sured that the NFA has enough rice 
stocks for the region at affordable prices. 
NFA rice is being sold at P18 per kilogram 
through the agency's rolling stores, 
Tindahan Natin outlets, Bigasan ni Gloria 
sa Pelengke (BGP) and other accredited 
rice outlets. 

Macutay also said that the food agency 
is ready to supply the rice requirements 
of areas in the region in the wake of the 
recent eruption of Mt. Bulusan in 
Sorsogon.

Studies recommend that both academe 
and industry address competency ‘mismatch’

THE REPORT ON THE NATIONAL 
Manpower Summit convened by 
the Department of Labor and Em- 
ployment claims that there are 
577,718 new jobs this year and 
that from this year until 2010, 
about 4,081,447 jobs will be gen- 
erated by seven top job-generat- 
ing industries, namely, 
agribusiness, cyber services, ho- 
tels and restaurants, medical 
tourism, health services, mining 
and aviation. 

But why is it that in many fami- 
lies, there seems to be at least 
one considered to be already part 
of the labor force who is finding it 
difficult to get a job? 

One of the culprits, according to 
lawyer Emerico de Guzman, is the 
“mismatch” of labor supply and 
industry demand, although ulti- 
mately this boils down to a lack 
of jobs. Lawyer De Guzman is this 
year's president of the Personnel

Failure is possible 

‘There are a number of ways that 
team members react to this situation. 
‘Some become more negative, others 
Jose motivation, while a few withdraw 
from the team. 1 am glad that youre 
mot giving up on your team. 

Here are a few useful tips that can 
bring back a more positive attitude in 
your team. 


Management Association of the 
Philippines (PMAP), one of the 
most prestigious associations of 
human resources executives in 
the country.

“Poor im- 
pact” is more understood in Fili- 
pino as “walang dating” or, in ef- 
fect, the interviewer does not 
have a strong and lasting positive

impression of the jobseeker. Com- 
munication skills, on the other 
hand, may refer to the 


jobseeker's fluency and profi- 
ciency in the use of English, both 
written and verbal. 

The other employer standards 
in hiring, according to this same 
survey, are the jobseeker's ana- 
lytical-thinking skills and his dis- 
play of confidence, 

Recommendations of both the 
National Manpower Summit and 
PMAP's recent manpower Plan- 
ning Survey agree that the linkage 
between educational institutions 
and the industries should be 
strengthened to address this em- 
ployment mismatch. The Summit 
report states, that the linkage 
should focus on “providing infor 
mation on labor market trends, 
curriculum development, career 
guidance and counseling." On the 
other hand, the PMAP survey in- 
cludes, among others, the "formu- 
lation of competence guide by the 
industry to be used by the 
schools.” Hopefully, the educa- 
tional system will take up this in- 
dustry challenge.

Learn from failure 

Keep calm in the face of failure. 
Refrain from blaming each other. 
When someone asks who is responsible 
for the failure, stop him. Instead, refo- 
cus the team on what could have been 
done to prevent the failure. Ask what 
you can leam from this failure. Encour- 
age the group to find ways to improve 
together as you move forward. 

How you handle failure will tell 
‘whether you will succeed or fail again. 


Failureshave value. You canleam from 
failures—yours or others. Whenever 
your team fails, sit down and analyze 
‘what went wrong—not who did wrong, 
Make sure that henceforth nobody does 
the same mistake again. It is ай right 
to commit honest mistakes, but avoid 
crippling ones. 

When you rum failure into aleam- 
ing experience, you tend to generate 
positive vibes. When you blame each 
other because of your failures, you 
can't expect to have positive energy 
in your team. 

Avoid excuses 

It is common for teammates to 
come up with excuses in the face of 
failures. This usually happens when 
they are put on the defensive. When 
someone tries to offer excuses or 
blames everybody or everything 
around you, stop him or her. Seta rule 
that blaming isnot allowed. When no- 
body blames anyone, noone will have 
to be defensive or negative. It will be 
easier for the team to be more tolerant 
of failure and to look forward. 

As а team, you always һауе а 
choice—make excuses or make things 
happen. Make а career out of making 
things happen. 

Correct the situation 

When you see yourself or other 
teammates making excuses or blam- 
ing circumstances or people, stop. 
When you allow people to blame cir- 
cumstances, they will next look for 
people to blame. 

Help your team to refocus on what 
could be done to rectify the situation. 
What was done could no longer be un- 
done.

I have begun a 30-day silent 
retreat, an intense period of 
preparation for perpetual vows. 
The journeying and reckoning 
never ends and this rite of 
passage called vow prep, is a 
graced time to pray and 
rediscover what and who is 
essential and enduring. 


UNE 5, 2006. My taxi has seen better days, 

but I'm glad to have found it. It is 6 a.m., 

and as my taxi resolutely makes its way to 
stlie airport, | am struck by a very familiar sight 
that marks this particular Monday as special. 
The adults hurrying to work who have monop- 
olized'the streets all summer, naw share space 
with students on their way to school. It is the 
first day of a new schoolyear, and like a faith- 
ful herald, it fills the morning with familiar out- 
ward signs of the more invisible rites of pas- 
sage within. 

Today marks such a rite of passage for our 
young parish, Our Lady of Pentecost, and our 
equally young, first parish priest, Fr. Steven 
Zabala. After seven amazing and fruitful years 
(during which the people and Steve built a real 
community and a beautiful church practically 
from scratch), change is now upon us. 

Steve will transfer to another parish and the 
community will have a new parish priest. Like 
all transitions, it is Мед with poignancy, and 
the pain of separation is keenly and mutually 
felt. | remember the words and gestures of 
deep affection and real love that many parish- 
ioners showed Steve, and his heartfelt re- 
sponse of joy and gratitude. Most of all, | am 
struck by his overriding concern that the 
parish remain vibrantly dreaming and creating, 
worthy of its name. 

Today, too, marks another, more personal 
rite of passage. This morning's flight to Cebu 
heralds a new transit 
30-day silent retreat that begins an intense pe- 
riod of preparation for perpetual vows. It will 
certainly be a different experience from the 
first 30-day retreat made many years ago as a 
young novice, for the heart has taken many 
journeys since, and love has gone through 
some serious reckoning.

Friends and foes 
describe lawyer Raul 
Lambino as 

But is the man 
behind the people’s 
initiative for Charter 
change dancing to 


JUST who is Raul Lambino and why is he 
daricing the Cha-Cha? 

Lambino is the spokesman of Sigaw ng 
Bayan, which he describes as a coalition of 
more than 300 people's organizations na- 
tionwide that are supporting the people's 
initiative for Charter change. 

Friends like Dr. Jose Abueva, former University of 
the Philippines president and chair of the Consulta- 
tive Commission (ConCom), can “only speak glow- 
ingly” about Lambino, while foes like former sena- 
tor and opposition vice-presidential candidate, 
Loren Legarda, would rather keep their opinions to 
themselves. 

Civil society leader Marietta Goco, who admon- 
ishes Lambino for dancing to President Arroyo's 
tune, still considers him a “charming” man. 

But this lawyer has a more precise description of 
himself: a teacher first, and only accidentally a po- 
litical creature. 

Passion and profession 

Teaching, he says, is his passion even if he is a 
lawyer by profession. As Sigaw spokesperson, Lam- 
bino says he is able to do what he loves most while 
promoting constitutional reforms that he believes 
will save this country from ruin. 

He considers the thousands who have attended 
his Cha-Cha lectures as his students. Some of them 
were annoyingly persistent (“makukulit”), he 
laughs, recalling instances when people would en- 
gage him in spirited debate about the constitutional 
change that, among many things, would pave the 
way for a parliamentary form of government. 

“But I always tell them they didn't have to believe 
everything I say. It was still up to them to make the 
choice,” he adds. 

Should his Cha-cha campaign fail, Lambino says 
he still considers it an accomplishment to be able to 
reach out and interact with as many Filipinos as his 
group could summon. 

Lambino is one of the 49 ConCom members se- 
lected by Malacanang last year. It was a surprising 
appointment, he admits, because he has been iden- 
tified with the group of the late actor Fernando Poe, 
Jr. (FPJ), Arroyo's toughest challenger in the 2004 
presidential elections. 

Lambino is one of the lawyers of FPJ's Koalisyon 
ng Nagkakaisang Pilipino (KNP) during the can- 
vassing of votes in Congress. But he severed his ties 
with the opposition after he maintained that there 
was no massive cheating in the recent elections. 

Lambino recalls that he received a call from 
Speaker Jose de Venecia in July last year, inviting 
him to join the government's campaign for Charter 
change. The lawyer answered that he could cite 
what he believes were the defects of the 1987 Con- 
stitution if that was what De Venecia needed. But 
the Speaker wanted more than that. “I was told that 
they were going to form a consultative committee,” 
Lambino recalls. Soon, the Malacanang appoint- 
ment was announced. 

The De Venecia factor 

Those who know Lambino believe that it was the 
De Venecia factor that got the 48-year-old lawyer to 
the ConCom, 

Both men hail from Pangasinan and in 1986, 
Lambino began working for De Venecia as a political 
officer at the House of Representatives, 

Lambino also became a member of De Venecia’s 
Lakas party and actively campaigned for the latter 
in the 1998 presidential elections. 

But his support for Cha-Cha, claims Lambino, has 
little to do with JDV but stems more from his desire 


for “a better future for the coun- 
uy" 

That seems debatable, retort 

friends including Goco, a fel- 
low Pangasinense. Сосо says she 
has warned Lambino about his 
present affiliations, telling him 
that a Charter change under Ar- 
royo would only lead the country 
back to the Marcos era. 

While she thinks Lambino is 
“misguided,” Goco however ad- 
mits that she does not doubt his 
sincerity and commitment to his 
present advocacy. 

“I just hope when the time 
comes I won't have to tell him, 1 
told you so,” she adds. 

Goco, who ran but lost as 
KNP's official gubernatorial can- 
didate in Pangasinan, says she 
has also forgiven Lambino for 
bailing out on her during the 
counting of votes. 

“He simply disappeared with- 
out any explanation. His cell- 
phone was turned off. I couldn't 
reach him. Finally, after the 
counting, I managed to talk to 
him. He said he had to go to 
Baguio. I really reprimanded 
him,” recalls Goco. 

Dependable worker 

Abueva, for his part, was im- 
pressed with Lambino's work at 
the ConCom. He is dependable, 
says this respected educator and 
political scientist. 

“I regard him as one of the 
most valuable players in the Con- 
Com. He's a productive and 
hardworking member,” says 
Abueva, himself an advocate of 
constitutional reform. 

The standoff with the Marines 
a week after the Feb. 15 launch 
of Sigaw ng Bayan was, for Lam- 
bino, an incident that stressed 
the need for Charter change. 


A frustrated soldier, this 
lawyer says he fears that if the 
Constitution was not amended, 
military adventurists would 
keep invoking the provision that 
says the Armed Forces are the 
protector of the people and the 
state, and might use that as a 
justification for a power grab. 

“Anyone who's going to be 
president can always be held 
hostage by the military or the 
civil society in cahoots with the 
military, or similar groups. The 
President will always be tied 
down to or forced to kowtow to 
these different power brokers.” 

Mixed reviews 

Despite the mixed reviews on 
Cha-cha, Lambino remains un- 
fazed. This is the same guy 
who's had to muster various 
challenges in Ше to be where he 
is now. He had to wait four years 
before going to college because 
his parents could not afford to 
send him and his three siblings 
to school at the same time. 

He describes himself as a 
“probinsyanong abugado,” hav- 
ing graduated from the Universi- 
ty of Pangasinan. But he's done 
well, he adds, thanks to hard 
work, which is exactly what the 
country needs right now. 

“We have a very beautiful 
country but we can't just wait for 
God to give us everything. We 
have to work for it. The people 
just have to make a choice,” says 
Lambino, who is apparently re- 
ferring to his advocacy of the 
moment. 

Lambino lives a happy and 
fulfilled life with his wife, Mari- 
lyn, and their three children, 
Mark Ronald, 23; Mary 
Rhauline, 21; and Rhacquel 
Maryllaine, 16.

1 have on my desk a pile of letters. 
They represent the breathless ex- 
Change of correspondence between 
Jaime L. Cardinal Sin, Archbishop of 
Manila, and this writer from July 8, 
1982 to February 4, 1983. This period 
witnessed my own "difficult transit" 
from two decades of parish work into a 
new and untested ministry for migrant. 
youth in the Archdiocese of Manila. 

My feelings of uncertainty on 
whether or not I should go into such a 
risky and lonely ministry were ex- 
pressed in almost all my letters to the 
cardinal from July 1982 to about 
Christmas time of the same year. Like a 
migrant, 1 felt so insecure and afraid to 
step out of my comfort zone of parish 
work into a strange and unfamiliar 
ministry. 

Statement of faith 

“I release you for full-time work on 
the project,” the cardinal wrote (July 
13, 1982). “I therefore give you my 
blessing to start work on it immediate- 
ly" I took that statement both as а com- 
mand and a challenge from my bishop, 
and I imagined I was Don Quixote 
about to face his windmills. Still, not 
quite sure where and how to start, I felt 
naively assured when I wrote the car- 
dinal on July 22, 1982: “People will re- 
spond in faith and miracles will hap- 
pen. This is my statement of faith. 1 
hope it is also yours, Your Eminence.”

someone about my crazy dream, little 
knowing that the cardinal himself 
shared at least part of my craziness. “I 
share your confidence,” the cardinal 
wrote back (August 1982), “that peo- 
ple will respond in faith to the pro- 
posed ministry, and that logistics will 
be produced somehow. God bless you 
as you embark on this new endeavor.” 
In the same letter, the cardinal said that 
he was sure “the ministry for migrant 
youth can achieve the most fruitful and 
meaningful results possible.” 

When 1 finally moved out of my 
parish sometime in August 1982, I felt 
rootless. Г had to pack my things at 
night to avoid my parishioners, who 
‘wanted to accompany me to my desti- 
nation. But I had nowhere to go! 

Minister to migrants 

Father (now Monsignor) Vic Bauson 
allowed me to take up temporary res- 
idence in a backroom at the old Stu- 
dents’ Catholic Action (SCA) building 
on Leon Guinto Street, Malate, Manila. 
In a few months, however, that build- 


ing would be demolished and SCA 
would transfer to Legarda. “When that 
time comes,” I said to myself, "I have to 
move out, and move on.” 1 literally had 
to be a migrant myself before minister- 
ing to migrants. 

1 wrote the cardinal (August 12, 
1982): “Of course, you will understand 
that no matter how excited and de- 
lighted I am about my new work, I feel 
a little insecure since this new assign- 
ment has no stable community base to 
support me. But I believe 1 shall ‘pass 
over this culture shock in due time, 
Your Eminence." 

The cardinal wrote back the next day 
(August 13, 1982): "Your letter of Au- 
gust 12 has brought me great satisfac- 
tion. Things are becoming clear. There 
will be no problem when it comes to 
board and lodging. The archdiocese 
will take care of that... God be praised 
for what you are. It will not be long 
when you will be adjusted to the new 
assignment..." 

October 7, 1982 was the formal in- 
auguration date of the Center for Mi- 
grant Youth, which was occupying a 
temporary room at the SCA Building in 
Sta. Ana. From Aklan, the Cardinal 
sent a message to the visitors who at- 
tended the event: “I am happy that the 
Youth Ministry has been established 
through the initiative and leadership of 
Father Ben... I am with you in spirit 
with my prayers that your celebration 
will bring understanding, love and con- 
cern for one another...” 

Unfinished journey 

When the center finally transferred 
to Quezon City, our exchange of letters 
sounded more relaxed. I wrote the car- 
dinal February 4, 1983: “We invite you 
to drop by if you have time..." The car- 
dinal surprised us with a visit one after- 
noon and spent some time with the mi- 
grant and street youth at the center. 

Reading through the letters again, 1 
remember with gratefulness the cardi- 
nal's continuing presence in our journey 
of faith through the years. The journey, 
after 24 years, is not finished yet. 

Aside from migrant youth, the CMY 
is now ministering to released first-of- 
fenders and mentally impaired outpa- 
tients under 20, who are not yet ac- 
cepted by their kin. It has opened a 
halfway house for newly employed for- 
mer rural migrants and street youth to 
help them adjust to their new life. 

The Center for Migrant Youth has 
transferred to 15 Goldman Street, East 
Fairview Village, Quezon City. The first 
two “strangers from the road," Bong 
Garces, a rural migrant from Davao 
and Butch Nerja, a street youth from 
the Ermita red light district, are now 
both married and with children of their 
own. They remember with gratefulness 
their beloved Cardinal Sin who gave 
them their first home in the city 24 


years ago.

Piecemeal truth 

All she knows about him, says Angel- 
ica, is that her parents had separated 
when she was two. He was crazy 
(baliw), her mother had told her. 

It was no big deal, she recalls. In 
grade school, Angelica remembers hav- 
ing a group of friends called “barkada- 
hang walang ama” (friends without fa- 
thers). “All my friends parents were 
separated. Their stories were worse 
than mine. One's father was said to 
have been ran over by a train. Another 
said her mother chopped off her fa- 
ther's head, and so on." 

Only recently did her mother started 
telling her the truth, but piecemeal. 
“My parents separated, he’s now set- 
dled in Guam and has another family.” 
"That's all she knows and that’s how far 
she'll go answering any more queries 
about her family. 

Aida Araojo of the private, non-sec- 
tarian St. Vincent School at West Av- 
enue, Quezon City gave SIM access to 
the girl's records. Angelica was born on 
November 4, 1986 in Caloocan City. 
Listed as her parents are Alfredo Pan- 
ganiban, a taxi operator in Guam, and 
Melania Panganiban, a housewife. An- 
gelica finished elementary school in 
1999 at St. Vincent in Teachers Village, 
Quezon City, and her high school in 
2003 at St. Vincent, West Avenue. The 
pretty lass was the Junior-Senior Prom 
Princess in 2002 and Miss Junior and 
Senior Prom in 2003. 

She was a good student, recalls 
Luzviminda Pastores, Angelica's teach- 
er in Physical Education, Health Educa- 
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tion, and Music, in third and fourth 
year. "She was very attentive, did her 
lessons, and participated actively in 
class discussions. She even sang once, 
complete with action, even when her 
voice was not that good. She was very 
responsible. She was usually absent 
twice a week, but when she came to 
class, she knew her lessons. Because 
she was balancing her show biz and 
class schedules, she was only an aver- 
age student." 

Marite Modino, her third- and 
fourth-year Social Studies teacher, 
says. "She was very low-profile. Hindi 
mayabang. She came to class with her 
hair tied at the back, with no makeup 
on. Hindi maarte. (She wasn't fussy) 
One time during their bivouac, I made 
her roll over the mud and she did.’ 

‘Angelica had plenty of suitors, even 
having an MU (mutual understanding) 
with another student during her senior 
year, but she didn't make any trouble, 
her teachers recall. She also didn't talk 
about her father. Modino says, “She 
says she never knew who her father 
was.” 

Surrogate parent 

Apparently, the girl is an exception to 
the usual profile of children who come 
from dysfunctional families. Says Dr. 
Laurie Ramiro, who teaches Behavioral 
Science and Psychology in UB Manila: 
“In general, those coming from broken 
families find it hard to adjust to their 
own family life because of lack of a 
model. But there are exceptions. If 
there is a powerful male figure in the 
family, say, Angelica's grandfather, the 
void can be filled up. The big factor is 
the surrogate parent. Whats important 
isnot the (biological) parent per se, but 
the caretaker of the child.” 

But being fatherless can have a neg- 
ative impact, continues Ramiro. One 
manifestation of this, she says, is “the 
preference for older men as intimate 
partners. It's like having a proxy (for 
the father).” In most cases, the affected 
child would have difficulty choosing a 
partner and would have a hard time

maintaining a relationship. “There is 
always that fear that the husband 
would leave her too.” 

So far, Angelica seems to have a "nor- 
mal psychosexual development.” Her 
on and off sweetheart for the past five 
years, Carlo Aquino, is only a year old- 
er than her. He's 20, she's 19. Says 
Ramiro, “Naturally, Angelica would ex- 
pect to feel love, affection, and emo- 
tional security from Carlo.” 

“Carlo is the man that Angelica will 
spend the rest of her life 
with,” confidently 
declares Angelica's 
classmate and 
friend Kevin Sam- 
son.

tionship is so strong that it can survive 
any storm.” That includes a painful 
split from Carlo two years back which 
had tongues wagging that when Angel- 
ica left for the US, her friend and show- 
biz colleague Camille Prats and Carlo 
had gotten romantic. Camille, some re- 
ports go, is now making peace with An- 
gelica with her frequent phone calls. 

“I like that,” says this star of the de- 
funct TV shows, “Ang TV" and "Viet- 
nam Rose.” “We will recover from that 
situation. We'll just take it slowly.” Car- 
lo has been forgiven and is back in her 
arms. 

Emotionally frail 

Angelica says that she's drawn to 
Carlo's expressive eyes and unpre- 
dictable nature. “I don't know what's 
going on inside his mind. He's deep.” 
Emotionally, she's attracted to him be- 
cause he is “caring.” 

Angelica, admittedly, is emotionally 
frail. She recalls how inconsolable she 
was when her relatives who used to live 
with her and her mother in а Common- 
wealth compound, all left for a better 
life in the United States. She was only 
11, and felt deserted by family. 

41 felt like 1 lost my world and that 
my life had no meaning and purpose. It 
was like somebody died in the family,” 
she recalls. “I cried every night.” She 
would later tell herself: “I will save a lot 
of money and get them all back here. 1 
will give them jobs, a house.” 

She was just dreaming then, Angeli- 
ca says, but that dream may yet come 
true. Her uncle and his family, she re- 
veals, will be coming home for good in 
the next four or five years. “They gave 
up on life in the US. I promised to give 
them work here and send their children 
to school.” 

Angelica says she enjoys the various 
roles she has played in her show biz ca- 
reer: а ghost in “White Lady,” a super- 
hero in “Ronin,” and a bombshell on 
the cover of Maxim Philippines’ maiden 
issue. but the bigger satisfaction, she 
says, comes from being “able to help 
my family,” a family that Angelica Pan- 
ganiban—a woman with a mysterious 
past—wants to protect against the

{ Immediately, the air is filled with the baying, 


barking and yelping of 11 dogs as they rush 
out in excitement at their mistress’s return. 
Clambering joyfully all over her, the dogs 
mark her khaki pants with their paw prints, 

k her face, and roll over for her to scratch 


their exposed bellies. 

These dogs are the “girls” of Rocio de Vega, one of 
the few licensed all-breed international conforma- 
tion dog show judges in the Philippines and in Asia. 
She has just returned from another judging assign- 
ment in India 

De Vege's grandfather was the first to import Ger- 
man shepherd dogs from Germany in the 1930s. 
Raised by a dog-loving family, De Vega herself be- 
came a breeder of this breed, as well as shi tzuhs, 
dachshunds, American cocker spaniels, toy poodles 
and whippets. She was responsible for bringing into 
the country the first shih tzus and West Highland 
white terriers from Australia in 1973, although she 
claims that the toy poodle was her first love as a 
breeder. 

“Iwas born with dogs. It was a cocker spaniel who 
taught me how to walk. Ihave pictures of myself rid- 
ing a cocker spaniel,” she recounts. 

Born with dogs 

Because there are no schools for dog judging, De 
Vega and other members of the Philippine Canine 
Club (РССІ) learned how to judge dogs from official 
reference books and from other judges whom they 
invited to their shows. The РССІ is recognized by the 
Asia Kennel Union and affiliated with the Brussels- 
based Federation Internationale Cynologique. 

Despite the controversy among dog lovers several 
years ago about the Philippines being a dog eating 
country, her standing as a judge remains, says De Ve- 
ga who has been judging dog shows since 1973. “All 
of us in the clubs have pedigreed dogs that cost us so 
much 1 don't think any of our members would ever 
eat dogs,” she says. “When 1 went to Australia and

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wanted to import dogs, some people 


were afraid of sending their dogs here ,.: the military when they tried to stop her 


for that reason. But then we invited so 
many Australians to judge for us and 
these are the people who spoke in our 
defense.” 

The expense of owning, breeding 
and caring for dogs offers a contrast to 
the endemic poverty of the country, De 
Vega acknowledges, but she explains: 
“Even Christ said the poor will always 
be with us. But it is people’s need for 
companionship that these dogs fulfill 
so we must feed them.” She points out 
that dog lovers do not necessarily de- 
prive people of food because most im- 
ported dog food is composed of meat 
that are less available for human con- 
sumption. 

Dog judges apparently develop a 
unique, inexplicable rapport with even 
the most ferocious of dogs. notes De Ve- 
ga. "I have never been bitten by a dog. 
Rottweilers are a particularly fierce 
breed but when I approach them they 
just look at me and don't bite me. I can 
‘open their mouths. We have to look in- 
side their mouths to check their teeth. 
We judges can communicate with them 
on another level. I's like you can talk to 
them.” She demonstrates how she ap- 
proaches dogs at contests with open 
hands to show that she is not a threat to 
them. 

Renaissance woman 

‘Those who know De Vega the dog 
judge may not be aware of how much. 
of a Renaissance woman she is. She re- 
cently took up painting. She has also 
been a professor of philosophy, psy- 
chology and english at the Lyceum of 
the Philippines and at the University of 
the East. She served in various govern- 
ment positions, primarily as chair of 
the Movie and Television Review айй 
Censorship Board (MTRCB), to which 
she was appointed after the assassina- 
tion of her husband, Dr. Guillermo C. 
de Vega, a presidential assistant to 
President Ferdinand Marcos. Guillermo 
was killed in the bathroom of Mala. 
canang by a disappointed favor-seeker,

who was subsequently convicted and 
sentenced to life imprisonment.

Coming from the academe, De Vega 
walked into the job unprepared for the 
petty in-fighting in the Palace and in 
the movie industry.

the landmark film “Sakada,” that dealt 
with the oppression of sugar plantation 
workers. She says, “They kept insisting 
that I withdraw the movie but I stood 
my ground. My husband had kept me 
away from the intrigues of government 
so didn't know that the person smiling 
at me is also stabbing me in the back.” 

De Vega reveals that some people 
with media connections were unhappy 
about her MTRCB appointment and 
mounted a media campaign alleging 
that she had shares in certain movie 
companies. After a year, she resigned 
from the Board but stayed on as tech- 
nical assistant to the President from 
1976 until 1986. 

Thought-provoking 

‘The liberal in De Vega seems unper- 
turbed at the storm of controversy that 
greeted the film, “The Da Vinci Code.” 
She says, "Isaw it twice already, It’s just

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4 REDDIE Martinez Garcia has 


Ње a salesman all his life, selling 


himself and his skills effortlessly 

d sailing to the top of the 
broadcast industry as president 
and chief executive officer of the 
ABS-CBN network for more 
than a decade. 


When he reached the mandatory re- 
tirement age of 60 almost three years 
ago, observers wondered if he could ad- 
just to the sudden lax hours after the 
hectic pace of a competition-driven ca- 
reer. But Garcia's regimented upbringing 
has prepared him for almost anything, 
even the shock of enforced idle hours. 

Boying, as Garcia was called, was 
born to the couple Miguel and Lourdes 
Garcia in Naic, Cavite, the land of the 
braves and the bandits. With a chuckle, 
this former CEO claims he is both. All the 
Gareia siblings, five boys and four girls 
grew up in the military tradition as their 
late father was a dentist in the army. 

“My father would wake us up at 6 in 
the morning,” he recalls. On summer 
vacation, his parents would let go their 
driver and household help and the chil- 
dren had to do the house chores. “АП of 
us learned to cook, to iron and wash 
clothes and clean the house,” Garcia 
says proudly. 

Lure of the city 

Breezing through elementary and 
high school, Garcia started a career in 
sales by selling cars in the summer 
while taking up business administra- 
tion at the University of the Philippines 
in Diliman, Quezon City. But the lure of 
city life with its promise of money, free- 
dom, bright lights, and people, partic- 
ularly girls, deterred his pursuit of fur- 
ther education. 

Despite being a college dropout, he 
applied at ABS-CBN when a slot in ra- 
dio opened. The year was 1966. 

“No less than (top official) Eugenio 
“Geny” Lopez wanted to interview me. 
I said, Pm just a salesman, why does 
the chairman want to interview me? 1 
found out later that when he saw my 
name, he thought 1 was mestizo. So 

hen he saw me, he said, ‘Okay you're 
‘in’ I ended up in sales.” 

In 1972, when President Marcos de- 
clared martial law, ABS-CBN was 
closed down. By then Garcia was al- 
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ready married to Zamboanga lass 
Gloria Dominguez, and father to 
Miguel and Anna. And here he was, 
suddenly jobless. 

“My bread and butter was basical- 
ly broadcast and I couldn't wait for 
the station to go back on air. It had 
been six months and I had been bor- 
rowing money from my father,” Gar- 
cia recalls. “So I went to Geny to ask 
his permission to move to channel 
7. His only condition was that when 
they come back on air;we'd wark to- 
gether again. 

For 14 years, Garcia was execu- 
tive vice president of GMA-7. The 
year 1986 marked his re-entry to 
the Lopez-owned company and in 
two years, he turned the dormant 
network around and drove it to its 
full potential. The network's 
founder had no qualms in giving 
Garcia all the credit. 

Trailblazing moves 

One of the trailblazing moves of 
FMG—his famous monicker—was 
to make sure that everything the 
station broadcasted, from the news 
to the cartoons, used Filipino.” I 
think I'm responsible for unifying 
the country in a way through the 
use of Filipino in television as ithad 
never been used before. But it also 
made us less competitive in the 
world market because of our inabil- 
ity to speak good English.” 

Broadcast employees remember 
FMG's management style as strict 
and hands-on. It was management 
by objective. He made sure that from 
concept, pilot and launch, he'd be 
present. And then he'd let go to take 
the monitoring seat on a daily basis. 

All this control meant power. “I 
knew I had power but I don't think I 
overstepped anything,” Garcia says. 
“I was just one of the boys.” 

The demands of the job required 
an almost 24/7 watch, and Garcia 
responded by giving more of him- 
self to his profession. Admittedly he 
was married to his job. In the pro- 
cess, he neglected his family that 
now had two more children: Federi- 
co Jr. and Carlo. 

“To my kids, I was more of a 
breadwinner than anything else. 1 
thought by just providing them 
what I did not have, I would have 
done my role as a parent. 1 also пеу- 
er saw my wife as I would be home 
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in the wee hours of the morning.” 

With his finger on the pulse of the 
masses, Garcia hit on the right for- 
mula for TV programming, bringing 
music, drama and excitement to the 
Filipino household. He had all the 
right moves that spelled success. 

He muses: “Success means so 
many things. Taken from a holistic 
point of view, I was successful in 
business but not very successful, 
family-wise. That's why 1 am trying 
to do something about it now. I had 
to fill that void. I don't think its too 
late. It is never too late.” 

Rejuvenated 

‘Two and a half years into rerire- 
ment, FMG confesses that life is bet- 
ter. He looks rejuvenated with a 
pressure-free aura 

“It's nice to have no pressure. Now 
Ihave more time for my family. I get 
to be with my children and guide 
them. We can talk about their 
dreams and I can help realize them. I 
have time for my five grandchildren 
and for my wife.” 

Retirement has also made FMG re- 
alize the many things he had wanted 
to do but never had a chance to when 
he was working, including golf, sail- 
ing, and traveling with Gloria. 

But over and above the 1,001 
things in his to-do list, the priority is 
family, Weekends and holidays are 
sacred and are spent in the sprawling 
Garcia home in the hills of Alabang. 
Bonding is also paramount. “We stay 
on the dining table after lunch or din- 
ner just talking,” says Garcia. 

Growing up under the shadow of 
their larger-than-life father, the Gar- 
cia sons are slowly making it in their 
respective fields. Miguel, the eldest, 
spent 18 years in California where 
he stayed in boarding school and 
lived with relatives. 

Says Garcia: “That was a mistake. 
We realized that when he came 
home after so many escapades in the 
States. You don't send your kid 
abroad thinking he would straighten 
up on his own. He needed family.” 

‘The somewhat parallel circum- 
stances between father and son 
healed with time and acceptance. 
While in the United States, Miguel 
made a name for himself in sales as 
he serviced radio station and one of 
the largest cable providers, TCI. 

He was also part of the core group 
that started The

dustry lured him back to ABS-CBN 
where he is currently an account 
specialist. 

Federico Jr, aka Richie, the re- 
maining Garcia bachelor is a direc- 
tor. He finished MassCom at the UP 
Diliman and took his Masters in Film 
Making, specializing in directing and 
cinematography at the London Film 
School. 

He recounts one touching incident 
berween junior and senior. “I came 
home from London to surprise Dad 
on his birthday. I told my Mom to 
lock him in the bathroom. Then 
when he saw me as he was coming 
out, the first thing he said was, ‘You 
got kicked out?” Sometimes he can 
be tactless, 1 mean, what happened 
to hi and hello? Finally, I managed to 
say that I went home just to surprise 
him on his birthday. We all got a 
good laugh out of it.” 

Entrepreneurs all 

Carlo, the youngest son, is an en- 
trepreneur who has established a 
fashionable lingerie business with 
his wife. Recently, he introduced 
Team Rush, a messenger service pat- 
terned after the bike riding messen- 
gers in New York. 

“Team Rush operates in the Cen- 
tral Business District of Makati. We 
have cyclists who are Tour of Luzon 
participants. They get their exercise 
while working for us and we pay 
them for it,” says Carlo. 

Anna, the only daughter, is mar- 
ried and an entrepreneur in her own 
right. 

On the whole, FMG says “they 
tumed out to be great, they have their 
own idiosyncrasies, but basically they 
are good. I never spoiled my children; 
they know the value of money.” 

As a family, he adds, “We intend to 
set up a marketing and production 
company. I dream of exporting our 
programs to Southeast Asia, if not the 
world. We have the talent; 1 think the 
most creative people in Asia are the 
Filipinos. I don't see any reason why 
they should not surpass all our neigh- 
bors given the chance and encourage- 
ment. I really won't be out of my in- 
dustry until the day I die.” 

Those who wonder if FMG still 
wields a magic wand to make things 
happen on television only have to 
see him weave his magic on what 
was formerly abandoned turf—his 
family—to know that the former 
salesman's sales pitch still works. 
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Lured by the promise of dollars, Kate packed her bags 


to teach English as a second language in South Korea. 


To her dismay, she reali 


ized that more than her 


doctorate degree, it was her skin color and mother 


tongue that decided how much compensation she'd get 


BAGUIO CITY—Kate walked 
through the streets of Daejeon 
City in South Korea, clutching 
a bag full of books, recycled 
cartons and crayons on a 
bright, spring afternoon in 
May. These were teaching ma- 
terials for her six young Kore- 


an students. 

Like other Filipino professionals, 
she has been driven overseas by the 
lack of job opportunities in local 
shores. Kate taught English as a Sec- 
ond Language (ESL) to young Kore- 
ans until she discovered that laws in 
that country made things difficult 
for non-native English speakers. 

Next to domestic work and nurs- 
ing, teaching ESL is fast becoming 
the most in-demand overseas job 
these days. From Korea, to China, to 
Indonesia, Thailand, Malaysia, 
Japan and the Middle East and as 
far as Europe, foreign school admin- 
istrators and recruitment agencies 
are hiring Filipino ESL teachers who 
are largely females at an astounding 
rate. Filipinos have historically been 
tied to the language since its colo- 
nial days under the United States 
more than SO years ago and are 
known to speak it fluently. 

Elevate stereotypes 

But while the employment oppor- 
tunities as ESL teachers help elevate 
the stereotype of Filipinos from do- 
mestic helpers to that as profession- 
als, it is not without its drawbacks, 

A native of Zamboanga, Kate 
(who'd requested that her last name 
be omitted in the story), has a de- 
gree in civil engineering, a master's 
degree in public administration and 
a doctorate degree in educational 
management. Driven by dreams of 
making enough to help her family, 
Kate worked as an engineer for a 
number of corporations in Manila, 
and later, a government agency in 
Baguio. She also taught for five 
years in two Baguio universities, un- 
til the lack of a teaching load forced 
her to teach ESL four hours a day to 
Koreans, at the rate of P45 per 
hour. 

Her high evaluation marks from 
her students impressed her Korean 
employer and led to her being of- 
fered a job in a garments factory in 
Korea. The details were sketchy at 
best. The employer had offered a 
monthly salary of US$1,000, free 
meals and lodging, and paid for the 
processing of her papers. Kate got a 
visiting visa valid only for 59 days, 
but since her employer had 
promised to help her get a work 
visa, she thought it an obstacle that 
could easily be overcome. 

Something wrong 

But as soon as she set foot on Ko- 
rean soil in Seoul City on May 11, 
2005, she knew something was 
wrong, Though she received a warm 
welcome from her employer at the 
airport who gave her 20,000 Korean 


won as pocket money, there were 
discrepancies in their agreement 
that she could not ignore. Her em- 
ployer, for one, immediately re- 
quested that she turn her passport 
and visa over to him, which she only 
got back on departure. 

Instead of staying in Seoul for the 
garments training as agreed earlier, 
Kate was taken to Daejeon City, 
where she was to work for a month 
аз an ESL teacher. Her employer ex- 
plained that he would get her a 
working visa immediately but still, 
she remembers, “I was anxious.” 

And she had reason to be. Though 
she was given a fully-furnished 
apartment at the heart of the city, 
she was not given sufficient meals 
nor the salary promised. Her meals 
came from the freebies that her em- 
ployer’s ex-wife got from her gro- 
cery shopping: a small pack of soup, 
two packs of noodles, one small 
pack of milk, two eggs and a kilo of 
rice that lasted her only four days. 
Up to the third and fourth week, 
Kate still had not received her 
salary. The meager 20,000 won was 
spent on her first week in the city. 

Kate later found out that she 
could not get a working visa be- 
cause it was illegal for Asians, espe- 
cially Filipinos, to teach in Korea. 

Correct accent 

In Jun Kim, administrator of an 
ESL Academy for Koreans in Baguio 
City, explains, “Filipinos are not al- 
lowed to teach English in Korea be- 
cause they are not native speakers, 
such as the Americans and Canadi- 
ans, who have the correct accent.” 

He says Filipinos have their own 
distinctive accent which impede ef- 
fective ESL teaching. This, despite 
the fact that Filipinos have an un- 
canny ability to mimic foreign ac- 
cents as evidenced by the prolifera- 
tion of call centers in the Philip- 
pines, with Filipinos trained to 
speak with an American accent. 

But because Filipinos and other 
Asians are not legally allowed to 
teach ESL in Korea, Kim says the 
government cannot provide them 
legal protection. 

The obvious difference in com- 
pensation between native English 
speakers and Asians teaching ESL in 
some countries speaks further of un- 
fair treatment. 

Kate points out that although 
US$1,000 is relatively huge com- 
pared to what tutors and teachers 
would get in the Philippines, it is 
still only half of the $ 2,000 that a 
Canadian or an American would re- 
ceive, on top of free accommoda- 
tions and a car offered them. She 
adds that a Canadian or an Ameri- 
can with only a high school educa- 

n can more easily get employed 
as an ESL teacher in Korea, com- 
pared to highly-qualified Filipinos, 
some of whom have a doctorate de- 
gree like her, In fact, other Filipino 
and Asian teachers actually receive 
salaries as low as $400; she got 
$1,000 because of her doctorate de- 
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gree. 

Filipinos who have experienced 
teaching in China echo the same ex- 
perience. While Filipinos earn an 
average of P15,000-P20,000 in Chi- 
na, American and Canadian ESL 
teachers easily earn quadruple that 
amount, plus benefits, only because 
they have the right skin and hair col- 
or 

Rampant deception 

The discrimination is contrary to 
CEDAW, the Convention for the 
Elimination of all forms of Discrim- 
ination Against Women, also known 
as the Women's Bill.of Rights. 
CEDAW was signed and ratified by 
the Philippines in 1981 and should 
protect Overseas Filipino Workers 
(OFW) from the reckless and ram- 
pant deception by illegal recruiters. 
Asa fellow signatory, the Democrat- 
ic Republic of the Peoples of Korea is 
duty-bound to "eliminate discrimi- 
nation in the field of employment 
and ensure the same rights—right 
to work, employment opportunities 
and same criteria of selection, equal 
remuneration and treatment and 
evaluation, social security, health 
and safety in working conditions" 
under Article 11 of CEDAW. 

Unfortunately, the law has not 
been properly implemented. And 
OFWs who have been discriminated 
against, often wind up disillusioned 
and unemployed. After a month in 
Korea, Kate decided to go home in 
dignity rather than hide from the 
Korean government like other ille- 
gally-recruited Filipinos. 

Hers is not altogether a unique 
experience. With about five million 
Filipinos unemployed, according to 
the 2004 records of the National 
Statistics Office, more Filipinos opt 
for employment abroad, exposing 
themselves to the dangers of hostile 
foreign environments. 

Kate has decided to treat the 
whole episode as a learning experi- 
ence, and to move on. She can only 
hope that others like her would 
learn from it as well.

‘Descending to the Top’ 


stirs youth 


“Luke, there is no try. There is either do or 
not do” 

WITH THESE WORDS OF THE GREAT MAS- 
ter Yoda to his pupil Luke Skywalker from the 
movie Star Wars, Silliman University's 
youngest-ever commencement speaker kept 
the 2006 graduates of the prestigious school of 
Dumaguete in rapt attention. True to form, 
1998 TOYM Winner, recently chosen by 
Graphic magazine as Top 24 Leaders, producer 
of “Jose Rizal" and "Muro-Ami" and current 
PLDT and Smart executive Menardo "Butch" 
Jimenez Jr clicked and connected with the Sil- 
liman graduates for the next half hour as he 
delivered his speech “Descending to the Top.” 

Addressing the country's next generation of 
achievers is not a first for the young Jimenez 
who made history in 2003 as the University of 
the Philippines’ youngest commencement 
speaker. The speech he delivered in his alma 
mater entitled “What's Вепег Than?" went far 
beyond the UP grounds and reached thou- 
sands more across the country and around the 
globe as it was forwarded via e-mail and post- 
ed on several blogsites mainly of students, 
young adults and even business schools. 

It seems that the message from that UP 
speech still lingers as Ma. Zusabel Digaum, 
magna cum laude batch 2006 graduate of Sil- 
liman shares, “I have read an electronic copy 
of his speech delivered during the 2003 Grad- 
uation Ceremony of UP Diliman. It was in- 
deed a blessing to have graduated three years 
after—with Mr Jimenez just a few meters 
away from my seat, and his voice filling us, 
graduates, with lessons and anecdotes that 
reaffirms what our country needs today: lead- 
ers whose main goal is to serve, professionals 
whose principles can never be overshadowed 
by wealth and fame, and individuals whose 
judgments are established from a deep Chris- 
tian faith.” 

With its controversial title and packed with 
inspiring anecdotes, “Descending to the Top” 
is now on its way to making the very same e- 
mail rounds that Jimenez's UP speech did 
three years ago which reached Filipinos and 
even foreigners overseas. Calling the young 
Jimenez as the "perfect catch for our batch," 
Terrence Callao (BBA Management magna 
cum laude graduate) said, "Mr Jimenez's 
speech was a very rich collection of principles 
which he unselfishly shared in his mission to 
help us in our quest for success. I was moved 
by his thoughts on "being the first in mind, ex- 
ecution, descending to the top, and having a 
heart for the country" 

Jimenez built his strategy for success upon 
the classic marketing book written by Al Ries 
and Jack Trout, “Positioning”, both of whom 
theorized that to be a leader in the market- 
place, one must be the “first in the mind” of 
the consumer, An amazing testament to the 
growing popularity of the speech is that even 
Al Ries himself, who will be coming to Manila 
to conduct a top-level marketing seminar re- 
ceived a copy of the speech circulating on the 
e-mail. Ardy Roberto, organizer of the confer- 
fence on June 23 remarked that he couldn't 
get over the fact that the speech reached Al 
Ries and forwarded the same to him, “this is 
one for the books,” said Roberto. 

In the speech, Jimenez focused on two 
inain attributes that everyone should develop 
in order to succeed : Discipline and Execu- 
tion. Citing Lee Kuan Yew's real-life story of 
how he propelled the small city state of Singa- 
pore to be an economic superpower by build- 
ing on the character of discipline among the 
‘Singaporeans, 

His prime example for developing the other 
significant attribute of execution was of bas- 
ketball legend Michael Jordan whom he 
galled the icon of execution and the “go-to” 
guy because he "made things happen”. And to 
Glinch the message of execution for his young 
‘audience, Jimenez quoted the world's most 
famous dreamer, Walt Disney, “Dreaming, be- 
lieving and daring without doing is like Dum- 
bo, the elephant, without ears, It just won't 
by? 
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better than ascending to the top. The key 
word as one “descends to the top" is humility. 
Something every fast-riser must learn to mas- 
ter as he drives to the peak of success. In his 
own words, Jimenez shares that “the higher 
one goes, the lower the ego”, that is the prin- 
ciple of descending to the top. 

However, the message that rang clearly in 
the minds of the graduates long after Jimenez 
delivered his speech were his final words. 
Jimenez implored this next generation of Fil- 
ipino achievers to never lose heart for the 
country and a rather unconventional plea, to 
simply STAY. 

Meanwhile, long after the graduation rites 
in Silliman, Jimenez's speech continues to 
make waves in the campus and in youth cir- 
des. Dr. Maria Cecilia Genove, assistant pro- 
fessor in the college's School of Communica- 
tion shared this insight, “People were still 
talking about Jimenez's speech weeks after 
the Siliman University's commencement ex- 
ercise, The fact that his speech was imbued 
with day-to-day situations, interspersed with 
Christian nuggets of wisdom, made it memo- 
able not only to the graduates, but to parents 
and guests as well.” 

To have been chosen by two prestigious 
universities to be the youngest speaker in its 
roster to inspire its new batch of graduates is 
а great achievement for anyone who has been 
invited to do this honor. Jimenez is and has 
been a top choice not just because of his track 
record for success in his field and the many 
awards he has won (most recently the CEO 
‘Award given by the International Association 
of Business Communicators/IABC plus 3 Gold 
Quills) but also for his youthful dynamism 
which is not lost on the young audience. 

‘The chairperson of the Board of Trustees 
and former Treasurer of the Republic of the 
Philippines, professor Leonor Briones, had 
made the recommendation to the board to in- 
vite Jimenez after receiving feedback from 
the graduates that they wished to hear advise 
from someone with whom they can relate to 
or identify with. With this feedback, the board 
veered from the tradition of inviting very se- 
nior people. In choosing Jimenez, professor 
Briones says, “It has always been difficult to 
balance material success with solid Christian 
virtues.
